Debate to curb Town engineer:

Town Moderator Raymond Kenney broke 
a 70-70 tie vote of the town meeting Monday to 
vote in favor of an amendment to the by-laws 
revisions which would make the town 
engineer an appointed position subject to 
annual reappointment. 

The amendment, one of several put forth 
by Town Counsel Douglas Randall, means 
that the town engineer is not subject to 
removal at the pleasure of the town manager 
as was proposed in the by-laws revision. 

Speaking on behalf of his amendments, 
Randall said. "The proposed amendments 
would maintain the status quo. The length of 
service for the town clerk and town treasurer 
should be three years. The professional 
aspect of the town counsel and the town 
engineer demand that their terms be for one 
year when they can be removed without cause 
or leave without reason. The amendment to 
make the town clerk's appointed term three 
years instead of the one year in the by-laws 
revisions was defeated. Also defeated was 
Randall’s amendment to make the town 
treasurer's appointment three years instead 
one. In other discussion, the town meeting 
members voted in favor of giving town 
meeting the right to set water rates. The 
amendment reads, “Water rates shall be set 
by the town meeting after a public hearing 
and recommendations by the board of 
selectmen.” Edward E. Hicks of the revision 
committee spoke in opposition to passage of 
this amendment. He said. "This is sort of like 
George Gobel's comment that all the world’s 
a tuxedo and you’re a pair of brown shoes. It 
is sensible to have water rates set by the 
DPW. They can act more quickly in case of a 
rate change than the town meeting could. 

Michael Saraco objected, saying that a 
water bill is a tax and as such must be 
regulated by the town meeting. He further 
pointed out that an affirmative vote by only 
three of the selectmen is necessary to change 
the water rates. 

The final vote of the evening’s amend¬ 
ments was to allow bicycle riding on 
sidewalks outside districts zoned for general 
business. Also, bicycle riders must give an 
audible signal before overtaking and passing 
any pedestrians. 

Concerns were expressed that riding on 
sidewalks would lead to riding on lawns. 
Proponents of the amendment pointed out 
that state taw allows bicycle riding on 
sidewalks. 

The vote was in favor of the amendment. 

Town meeting resumes tonight at the high 
school at 7:45. A meeting of the selectmen to 
discuss the firefighters contract will be held 
at 7 in the high school. 


By a standing vote of 68-60. town meeting 
members voted Thursday night to delete that 
section of the bylaw revisions which would 
have had town meeting adjourn from day to 
day including Saturdays, until the business of 
the warrant was completed. 

The proposal, made by town meeting 
member Arthur J. llewis, brought several 
supporters to the podium. 

Clarence Borggaard said, "Let's go back 
to Monday-Thursday adjournments. 1 
couldn’t stand it if 1 had to be here six days a 
week." 

Robert Winn concurred. He ran to the 
podium and said. “1 know at least 14 people 
who are not running for town meeting 
because of this section 2.4. 1 will not run 
again. 1 like to swing even though I'm a senior 
citizen and 1 don't want to sit here night after 
night." 

Jason Dade, candidate for selectman, 
said. "1 can plan a schedule if 1 know I'll be 
here two nights a week, but my attendance 
would suffer if we had to be here night after 
night. I want to reduce the number of sessions 
we have to meet.” 

Harrison Chadwick, chairman of the by¬ 
laws revision committee, defended the sec¬ 
tion. saying. "This is one of the most valuable 
measures in the by-laws. We arc willing to 
exclude Saturdays, but the committee wanted 
to make the length of town meeting as short 
as possible,” 

After discussion going on and on, Robert 
Johnson said, "Ix)ok at the number of hours a 
night we spend talking about one subject. We 
could shorten town meeting if we stopped 
being so darned redundant.” 

Applause of recognition erupted from 
many of the 128 town meeting members 
present. 

Winchester's town meetings are known for 
their lengthy discussions about one subject. 
Last year there was a marathon session of 14 
evenings spent on the annual warrant. 

The by-law revision amendments are 
being taken in order, one at a time by section, 
andjvoted on independently. When all the 
amendments have been disposed of, the town 
meeting members will vote on the entire 
package of revisions, .some 12 chapters. 

Whether or not they are accepted, there 
will be two town meetings a year as mandated 
l)y the charter, one in May to deal primarily 
with fiscal matters, and the other in 
November to handle other matters. Both 
meetings will begin on a Monday and continue 
by adjourning until Thursday and then back 
to Monday and so forth until the warrant is 
completed. 

Further, town meeting members wishing 
to speak will be expected to have made 
themselves knowledgeable on the article for 
discussion before the town meeting.

The Winchester School Committee 
managed to cut $46,658 or roughly 5.5 percent 
from the fiscal 1977 sch<x)l budget before 
finally approving it and sending it on to the 
town manager. Although the board cut more 
than $69,000, they tacked on additional 
staffing funds amounting to nearly $23,000. 

Additions to the budget includtxl $12,000 for 
first day subsitutes; $5072 for two-fifths of an 
English position; and $5832 for one-half of a 
physical education position. 

The schooi board bad previously decided 
to reduce the physical education staff by one- 
half position, hut arguments at the board’s 
regular meeting February 24 convinced them 
to reinstate the position Saturday. 

At the Tuesday meeting. Director of 
Pliysieal Education Jan Dolan pleaded her 
case to the scIkm)! committee, suggesting that 
tiie money being put into intramural 
programs would be Iretter put into physical 
education programs, in pjirticular to help 
some 195 children who not'd remedial help. 

Winchester is not in complitince with state 
codes regarding the time students are to 
si)end in piiysical education. Superintendent 
William MacDonald pointed out. However, 
MacDonald added, "We are stuck with the 
situation where we don't know svhere else to 


A spokesper.son for the Winchester 
Education Association said she is convinced 
that actions taken by the Winchester Schewl 
Committee in recent months regarding the 
evaluation process are deliberate attempts to 
sidestep the bargaining table. Represen¬ 
tatives of the school board deny this charge. 

The WEA and the committee are in the 
midst of a dispute over teacher evaluation, 
which is built into the teachers’ contract with 
the school committee. 

The WEA feels that the details of the 
evaluation process should be negotiated at the 
bargaining table. For its part, the school 
toard feels the actions it has taken are within 
its rights and that the teachers are less than 
willing to participate in any dialogue outside 
the bounds of collective bargaining. 

The crux of the debate is that the WEA 
considers evaluation as a means of improving 
teacher performance but not as criteria for 
decisions regarding employment. The school 
committee, however, insists that evaluation, 
in determining the relative merits of 
teachers, is indeed essential to decisions to 
hire, fire, and grant tenure. 

A corollary position of the teachers is that 
their contract, in outlining only the 
procedures for evaluation by administrative 
personnei, in effect excludes all other forms 
of evaluation, according to WEA president 
Frances A. Gershwin. It is also their position 
that all aspects of evaluation, including by 
whom and in what form it is to o jcur, must be 
negotiated, 

"The collective bargaining law 
specifically states that the school committee 
and the teachers shall negotiate conditions of 
employment and standards of productivity,” 
said Ms. Gershwin. 

This position sets the stage for several 
complainUs the WEA has with actions taken 
l)y the .school committee. 

In a statement indicative of her belief in a 
certain lack of communication Ixitween the 
two organizations, Ms, Gershwin has said, 
"the WEA doesn’t think the school committee 
understands or accepts their responsibility, 
under the collective bargaining law, to 
negotiate evaluation processes.” 

The WfclA objects to the school com¬ 
mittee’s recent disclosure of the list of 
teachers up for tenure and request for 
written, signt'd comments from parents. 

Ms. Ger.shwin emphatically states that, 
“Teacher reaction to parental involvement in 
the evaluation process is not necessarily 
negative. We are not arguing that evaluation 
shouldn’t happen; teachers have something 
togain by it, in fact." 

However the WEA decries the short notice 
given by the school committee on publishing 
the tenure list and the fact that the committee 


make a cut in personal services without 
setting the teacher-student ratios way out of 
whack.” 

MacDonald said he would support the 
reinstatement of the one-half position to go 
towards remedial instruction but would also 
urge the retention of the intramural 
programs as a valuable alternative activity 
for students. 

Committee member Robert Frank insisted 
throughout Tuesday’s meeting, and again on 
Saturday that the dropping of the half position 
was not a cut at all, but merely reflected a 
decline in enrollment. He also noted that the 
Chapter 766 budget made no mention of the 
need for remedial instruction. 

In defense of the physical education 
program, Suix'rintendent MacDonald said the 
Chapter 766 representatives, after two un¬ 
successful attempts in previous years to 
institute a remedial program, had decided to 
drop the issue, believing that the school 
committee would simply vote down the 
program once again. 

Committeeman Jack Noble pointed out 
that once a child falls behind in develop¬ 
mental growth, he will not be able to make it 
up, as he might bo able to with reading skills, 
for example.

mittee reinstated the half position. J an Dolan, 
who sat silently throughout Saturday’s 
meeting, rose from her chair and, visibly 
moved, thanked the committee. 

Cuts in the 1977 school budget included: 

— A $21,000 reduction in custodial ser¬ 
vices, including dropping a position at the 
high school and cutting back $12,500 in 
overtime costs; 

— $20,000 cut from the unallocated salaries 
budget of $70,000; 

— Elimination of a two-week summer 
workshop for guidance counselors, amoun¬ 
ting to $900; 

— Cutting back senior high proctors, a 
.savings of $1640; 

— Doing away with $900 in professional 
services specifically related to music ap¬ 
preciation concerts. This was decided on the 
basis that other programs now fulfill the 
same purpose; 

— Deleting a $25,122 allocation for prin¬ 
cipal sabbaticals (none were applied for). 

All other provisions in the budget were 
accepted formally by the committee. The 
finai total was $8,654,159; this figure does not 
include any provision for salary increases 
now under negoiation with various personnel 
groups subject to collective bargaining.

Disciplinary action at WHS 

The following is a rundown of facts presented to the vandalism committee at their fourth 
meeting Friday by the high school administration. 

Incidents of vandalism 

These are incidents reported by the head custodian between September 1, 1975 and 
February 18, 1976. "General incidents" range from exit lights being torn down to major 
types of vandalism in washrooms; this does not include phones, speakers, and other items 
that have been taken. 

During school hours, 7:30-a.m.-4 p.m. Outside windows broken: 4; general incidents: 20. 

After school hours (including vacations, weekends, and between 4 p.m. from 4-7:30 p.m. 
on school days) Broken outside windows broken: 27; general incidents: 13. 

These incidents tend to center around community use of the gym and athletics. For 
example, but not included above: Bill Colella’s car, wires torn from engine, $35; Tom 
Budrewicz’s car, front windshield and rear window smashed, $150. 

Denied open campus 

These numbers represent students denied opeg campus for the first three marking 
periods (“MP”). IstMP: 90 juniors, 84 seniors, 174 total. 2nd MP: 94 juniors, 55seniors, 149 
total. 3rd MP: 110 sophomores, 90 juniors, 62 seniors, 262 total. Denial is based on grades, 
attendance, and behavior. 

Parent conferences and suspensions 

Parent conferences are required for all rule violations. In keeping with the due process 
clause, suspensions which in the past would have been for one day now require no loss of 
school time if the parent comes in immediately. Under due process the student and parent 
must know the offense and the reasons for disciplinary action. 

Suspension requires that a student miss a set number of school days; suspension is in¬ 
voked after the initial parent conference. All suspensions require parent attendance with 
the student when re-entry to the school is requested. 

The figures are for the period from September, 1975 to February 13,1976. 

Sophomores: 54 individuals were involved, 20 with more than one conference and-or 
suspension. There were a total of 90 parent conferences and suspensions (suspension also 
requires a conference). There were 22 suspensions resulting in lost days (which may be 
anywhere between two days to a week). 

Juniors: 54 individuals were involved, 24 with repeats, for a total of 107 parent con¬ 
ferences and suspensions and 42 suspensions resulting in lost days. Seniors: 36 students 
were disciplined, 14 with repeats, totalling 58 parent conferences and suspensions and 18 
suspensions resulting in lost days. 

School totals are: 144 individuals disciplined. 58 of them more than once. There were 254 
parent (Conferences and suspensions and 82 suspensions resulting in loss of school days.

Voters like Ford, Udall 

Unofficially, an estimated 38 per cent of Winchester voters eligible to cast ballots in the 
Presidc'ntial Primary went to the polls and made their choices Tuesday during a cold, raw. 
Northeast stormy day. 

The Democrats favored Morris K. Udall at the top of the ticket with 928 votes ; Henry M. 
Jackson second with 485; Birch Bayh third with 350, and George C. Wallace fourth with 280 
votes. 

On the Republican ballot, Winchesteritys favored Presdent Ford by a 2 to 1 margin over 
Ronald Reagan or 1170 to 524 voles. 

Winchester had a turnout of 4755 voters out of a total eligible registration of 12,407 — 38.3 
per cent. 

Delegates to the two town committees were apparently elected, since there were only 
enough candidates to fill the available vacancies. 

Complete official figures will be published in The Star next week, for all offices, in¬ 
cluding a precinct breakdown for all candidates. 

On the Republican ballot. President Ford easily defeated Ronald Reagan by a 2-1 
margin, with a total of 1170 to 524 votes.

The Winchester School Committee ap¬ 
proved the tenure appointments of 37-of 38 
candidates Saturday at a meeting attended by 
close to 500 parents and teachers. The two 
most controversial votes involved Wyman 
School Principal John J. Carmilia and George 
A. Trickett, a guidance counselor who was the 
only teacher not granted tenure. 

in a 4-2 vote, the school board approved 
tenure for Carmilia. His candidacy drew 
comments from five of the school committee 
members, mostly favorable. Committeeman 
Jack Noble said he felt the appointment 
should be viewed in light of the need for staff 
cutbacks, and Mary Pronski cited Carmilia’s 
“inability to get along with staff members. 
Other members of the board praised Car- 
melias's "extraordinary personal interest in 
the kids and the school.” 

School Superintendent William 
MacDonald countered Noble’s remark about 
cutbacks by saying that tenure was a 
separate issue and “should be considered in 
light of performance rather than the need for 
staff reductions.” enthusiastic hurrahs and 
applause. 

Counselor George Trickett was denied 
tenure by a tie vote of the committee. 
According to board member Robert Frank, 
there was some disagreement within the 
school administration as to whether or not 
Trickett should be approved. Frank iasisted 
that the school committee should vote tenure 
only if all parties concerned have recom¬ 
mended it. 

Superintendent MacDonald, along with 
Personnel Director Henry Perry, supported 
Trickett’s appointment. MacDonald com- 
mmented that Trickett serves in more than 
one school building and therefore comes 
under the supervision of several ad¬ 
ministrators, not all of whom expect the same 
style. “George makes some waves once in a 
while, but a good, strong system can take 
some waves now and then,” MacDonald 
concluded. 

Nonetheless, Trickett was denied tenure. 
In the final vote, Robert Frank, Catherine 
Fallon, and Jack Noble were opposed. 

In the administration, John I. Rudolph was 
granted tenure as director of library services 
by a 5-1 vote. 

One teacher, Mrs. Diane L. Boettcher, 
guidance and MaxEd teacher, was accepted 
5-1. All of the other teaching personnel, ex¬ 
cepting specialists, were granted tenure by 
unanimous votes. They included:

Four specialists were also granted tenure 
by unanimoas vote: Catherine A. Sheridan, 
reading, Nancy E. Kahn, three-fifths 
guidance; I’riscilla A. Miller, music; and 
Nancy Peterson, music. 

Physical education Specialists Leonard L. 
Merullo and Robert B. Tufts were accepted 
by 5-1 votes. In casting the dissenting vote 
Ixith times, Robert Frank stated that he was 
not against tenure for either man on the basis 
of performance. He reminded the committee 
that they had voted to cut one-half a physical 
education position and that there weren't 
enough positions to allow both Merullo and 
Tufts full time tenure. 

The issue was subsequently resolved when 
the committee voted to reinstate the one-half 
position. 

After the decisions on tenure ap¬ 
pointments, which, because of public interest 
had taken place in the Ambrose School 
auditorium, the school committee moved 
Ixick to warmer quarters at Sanborn House to 
discuss the budget. But they did rule on one 
more tenure case. 

Doris Click, a Spanish teacher who once 
worked for the Winchester school system for 
over three years, move<i away, and has now 
lx;en Ixick in the system for the past year, 
requested a tenure appointment from the 
school Ixiard. 

Miss Click cited two points for her case: 1) 
she had previously been granted tenure in the 
Winchester school system, and 2) the school 
committee has the power to grant tenure 
after one year. 

The school administration did not support 
Miss Click's effort on the grounds that there 
are fluctuations in the demands for foreign 
language instruction. Also there is a 
precedent of not granting tenure until the 
third year. 

Apparently with that precedent in mind, 
and without openly questioning Miss Click's 
qualifications, the board unanimously voted 
against Uie request.

at least until further negotiations come about. 

And there are also disagreements on 
supervisory evaluation. With regard to the 
“h'ield Method” of evaluation recently 
adopted by the school board, the WEA 
believes this to be a substantive change in the 
process, undertaken unilaterally by the 
school committee outside the collective 
bargaining table. 

As Chairman of the school committee 
Richard I’haro understands it, the position of 
the teachers on the use of evaluation is that it 
is to be used for improving performance, and 
any decisions regarding employment should 
be based on seniority. The committee position 
is that employment should be based primarily 
on merit, as determined through evaluation. 
The board agrees that evaluation should also 
be used to help teacher performance. 

Article XXI of the teacher contract (copies 
of which are available at the school depart¬ 
ment) deals with teacher evaluation, 
outlining the details of who shall do the 
evaluating and under what conditions it shall 
take place. .Section B. 1. states: 


“The classroom performance of every' 
nontenure teacher will be formally observed 
at least three times in each school year." 

Robert Frank of the school board pointed 
to the “at least” in the above passage as in¬ 
dicating that the contract does not set a limit 
upon evaluation. 

Section B.4. of the same article states: "A 
written report shall be made by the observer 
with respect to each formal observation...” 
And Section C. requires that every nontenure 
teacher be furnished with “a copy of the 
current memorandum of the administration 
on ‘Procedures for Supervision and 
Evaluation of Nontenure Teachers.' The 
procedures set forth in the memorandum 
may be revised from time to time by the 
administration, but every nontenure teacher 
shall be furnished with a copy of such revision 
prior to the time such revision goes into ef¬ 
fect.” 

As stated above, the school committee 
feels that the contract does not limit 
evaluation to the procedures outlined in the 
contract. 

The contract, under the same Article XXI, 
then outlines the procedures for notice of 
decision not to re-employ. The article does not 
directly deal with the question of whether or

me home.

Reconsideration 


EDITOR OF THK STAR: 

Last Thursday evening, after deliberation, 
the representative town meeting approved, 
by a rather underwhelming majority, a 
provision of the proposed revised by-law 
dealing with the obligation of the members to 
have prepared themselves knowledgeably on 
any motions they might wish to address 
themselves to. In addition, the proposal 
established the responsibility of the town 
manager to provide information dealing with 
any warrant articles in the absence of any 
other source. 

On the surface, the concept of proper 
preparation for debate is certainly laudable. 
However, attaching the status of a law of the 
town to such a concept should be avoided as a 
potentially dangerous precedent as it con¬ 
tains the possibility, clearly, of placing in the 
hands of any future moderator, who might be 
far less temperate and sensitive than the 
present moderator, the authority to stifle the 
expressions of the members and, indirectly, 
disenfranchise the residents of Winchester. 

Clearly, this is a matter which calls for 
reconsideration.

decisions. 

Frank defends the release of the tenure list 
on the grounds that whether or not the school 
committee is willing to accept comments 
from parents, parents nonetheless do call 
board members on the phone to vent 
grievances about specific teachers. 

"No matter what one thinks about the 
process, when a parent calls and lets it all 
hang out about a teacher, it’s bound to affect 
how you think," said Pharo. 

Frank and Pharo rationalize that when 
phone calls come in, teachers do not have the 
opportunity to respond to specific charges. 
The board members claim that by asking for 
parents’ compients via signed letters that are 
forwarded to the teachers involved, they have 
opened up a closed process and given the 
teachers a fair shot at answering any charges 
made against them. 

Frank added parenthetically that out of 
approximately 50-75 responses received after 
publishing the tenure list two weeks ago, no 
more than five were negative. ‘‘And,” Frank 
said, "all of the negative responses were 


more than made up for by supportive com¬ 
ments from other parents.” 

Regarding the statement by the WEA that 
the school committee disavowed any form of 
evaluation other than supervisory, Pharo 
states that when it met last September, the 
committee chose to deal specifically with one 
form at a time and merely “held in 
abeyance" any consideration of parental and 
student evaluation. Pharo added that any 
student evaluation would be strictly between 
students and teachers. 

In response to the WEA assertion that the 
“Field Method” of observation should have 
been negociated at the bargaining table, the 
committee feels that by instituting this 
method, they have merely "defined the sheet 
of paper on which the observer will write 
down his comments.” 

Pharo said the teachers were asked to 
participate in the discussion of the field 
method before its acceptance by the com¬ 
mittee. Teachers did participate, along with 
the aciministration, in the management study 
which eventually disapproved of another 
form of evaluation. The school board also 
turned down this other method.

A time to act 


Winchester’s vandalism committee is frustrated. The parents and school 
committee members are fru.strated by the depth of the problem; the police' 
arc frustrated by fine points of the law; the high school administration is 
frustrated because they know who is Involved in the vandalism but cannot 
prove it and act; and the students themselves are frustrated, both by the 
threat to their educational freedom, and by the volumes of minutes of talk 
and the absence of action on the subject. 

The experience of years tells that all but the most extreme (and possibly 
harmful) solutions are long proce.sses. 

Vandalism is not merely a problenf of the schools; It is a problem of 
.society. The act of throwing a rock through a window or ripping off a door 
handle has roots deeper than the hand that acts: peers, parents, the com¬ 
munity, and our society all play a role. 

Violence on television, Vietnam’s legacy, corruption in high places all 
the.se things tune the nerves that make up the consciousne.ss of youth today. 

Then there is the law. The philosophy behind the Bill of Rights is of the 
highest order, the product of the common goals of man. The strengthening 
of our Constitutional rights, especially over the past ten years. Is rightly 
based on the idea that it is better to let ten guilty men go free than to con¬ 
demn one innocent man. But that leaves us with the problem that we can’t 
deal within the law written, with the ten men who go on to disrupt our lives, 
The issue of vandalism here is forced right into our laps, beyond the legal 
system, and onto the shoulders of each individual student, parent, and 
administrator. 

We must act according to our conscience, if we have one. 

In the meantime, a lot of windows will get broken, a lot of speeches 
made, and some money spent. 

What can you say to an a.sslstant principal who’s had his car windshield 
smashed twice in one month? Or to a little kid who leaps off a swing and 
lands on a broken beer bottle? Or the high school student who gets his teeth 
knocked out after school and lives not to tell about it? 

Let’s face it: most of us have had all we need all our lives. This is the 
luxury of our time: we can focus then on what we want out of life. For most 
of us, the answers are not too hard to come by. 

How about the ones who choose to throw stones and tear down the school? 
They too have probably had, at least In material terms, what they need. But 
chances are they have no idea what they really want, not for today, but for 
the rest of their lives. 

One thing lacking in our efforts to support the right of an individual to 
"express himself" or "do his own thing" is a sense of direction. 

Leadership is of course a part of what’s missing...but what good is 
leadership when those who follow are blind, senseless to their own direction 
Look no further than this very town and your own Imagination for an 
example of what could go wrong: judging by the lack of enthusiasm for town 
meeting membership, one could envision some charismatic politician with 
the right words always on his lips leading the unsuspecting around by the 
nose. You’d think Winchester was Eden Itself, without a problem In the 
.. world to worry about, without a cause worth fighting for. 

The direction referred to above is more subtle than leadership. It’s more 
like a man in the woods trying to find his way out. He sees and smells and 
thinks of his surroundings; he takes stock of his situation and makes use of 
what he knows. Beyond that, he has only what his environment reveals to 
him. 

Our environment is each other. We base our lives on the words and acts 
of women and men we know and read about. We build our lives around each 
other. 

We have to live with each other, desplt# ourselves. We have to make time 
to live with each other. We have to give each other direction, day by day, in 
every thing we do. 

Officer John McKinley had the right idea at last Friday’s vandalism 
committee meeting. Students were complaining that telling someone to stop 
trashing the cafeteria or smoking pot in the bathroom only drew laughter 
and scorn from the guilty party. The efforts to turn others around seemed in 
vain. 

McKinley said that, faced with the same situation, he went ahead and 
spoke his mind anyway. "I tell them I think what they’re doing is wrong, 
and they laugh and think, ‘what a dummy this guy is.’ But in the long run, it 
has an effect." 

The effect accumulates. If enough people say to you outright that what 
you’re doing is wrong, you can’t help but begin to question yourself.

The problem of vandalism ul Winchester 
High School is a problem which has cost the 
comiminity SOOlti for the month of January. 
The problem is n complex one because there 
is no spirit of rebellion or revolutionary cause 
to quell. This vandalism is created by 
apathetic students who have no constructive 
purpose for attending school and who attend 
school only lo interfere with the attempts of 
.some otlier students to learn. 

The solution, therefore, is lo eliminate the 
students who do not attend school to take part 
in the process of education. 

This task is a difficult one because of 
society’s continued leniency in these areas. It 
is almost impossible to suspend a student 
from school because of stricter rules to help 
protect students’ rights In obtain an 
education. To suspend a student the ad¬ 
ministration must first hold a parent con¬ 
ference and must also abide by the due 
process clause which eliminate suspensions 
which would have lieen for one day if a parent 
comes to the school immediately. Once a 
student is suspended it is difficult to keep him 
or her out of the school building because of 
lenient laws dealing with loitering. Despite 
these obstacles the administration has 
suspended H2 students and held ‘254 parent 
conferences so far during the school year.

The administration and the school com¬ 
mittee have also initiated some new 
programs lo help combat vandalism. The 
first plan was to get a group of students to 
help keep the cafeteria clean during lunch. 

This plan was fine except that students 
who were volunteers received free lunches 
and lx:cnusc of this some students fell that 
they no longer needed to clear their own lunch 
trays. If this plan was earned out to its logical 
conclusion then why not pay each students 25c 
to clear his or her lunch tray. Students should 
not lie paid for acting like normal human 
beings. 

Another plan was to increase the number 
of students placed in study halls; in the third 
marking period 20 percent of the student body 
does not have open campus privileges. This 
solution might l)e effective if all vandalism 
occurred during school hours, unfortunately 
it doesn't, and Mr. Lnrocco cannot keep 
students in study halls on weekends. Even if 
all vandalism occurred dring school hours, 
the school does no! exist only to indoctrinate 
its students willi ihe required academic 
knowledge tin' school also exists to teach 
people liow lo live as responsible citizens. 
Students cannot be kept in study halls for 
(heir whole lives. 

Another proposed solution to Ihe problem 
of vandalism is Ihe seven-period day. The 
seven-period day would allow less lime for 
education and possibly less time for van¬ 
dalism. The logical conclusion to the seven- 
period day is the 6, 5, 4, 3, 2, or one-period day 


since, according to the school committee, 
each step would result in less vandalism. If 
the school committee follows this philosophy 
then why have school at all if it presents 
problems like vandalism? 

If Ihc current trends of vandalism at WHS 
continue, the end result will be a strong anti 
forceful repression of the student body. This 
repression will result in a loss of all the rights 
and privileges of every student. Many good 
students will be needlessly punished. 

The solution to the problem of vandalism 
must come from the students, because it is 
obvious that the administration has tjeen 
rendered powerless by the limitations placed 
on it by a tolerant society. The student body 
cannot expect to solve the problem in 
dividually, because they will experience 
individual retaliation, but if the student body 
can effectively unite to fight vandalism as a 
whole the problems caused by a troublesome 
minority will quickly be solved. The student 
body, however, will obviously not unite until 
the problem has reached grave proportions. 
Phil Green knows that it has. 

Phil Green is a student at Winchester High 
School. On F’riday February 27, Phil Green 
walked to his locker after school, minding his 
own business, when he opened his locker he 
had his face pushed into it from behind. This 
resulted in a cut lip and the possible loss of a 
tooth. The person who did this showed no 
abundance of courage, strength, or brains 
Incidents such as this will continue if Ihc 
student body does not act now.

Hospital parking 

‘KDITOH OK rilK STAH; 

Last Tuesday the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts temporarily denied the 
Winchester Hospital permission to construct 
a four story above ground parking garage. I 


am sure that spokesmen for the Hospital will 
wail that bureaucratic pettifoggery has 
prevented it from "serving the community.” 
1 should like to offer another interpretation. 

The parking garage was to he an integral 
part of a new out-patient facility. I hasten to 
point out that there is a real question of the 
need for such a facility in this town. Less than 
one-third of the patients using the hospital 
actually live in Winchester. Winchester's 
neighboring community hospitals, the new 
Lahey Clinic in Burlington, and the new out¬ 
patient complex at the Massachusetts 
Hospital will all be competing for outpatient 
dollars. 

The recent laudable efforts to preserve 
open land in the center of town must stand in 
stark contrast to the total absence of supiwrt 
for the Hospital's neighbors in their attempt 
to prevent the destruction of their neigh 
borhood. If this town truly wislies to avoid 
becoming part of the faceless urban sprawl 
surrounding Boston, it must help prevent the 
bliglit of yet another area. 

The existence of a hospital capable of 
delivering good health care need not be in¬ 
compatible with a pleasant, decent neigh¬ 
borhood If expansion is truly needed, then it 
must be guided by a sensitive administrator 
(who might even someday wish to live in 
Winchester) in cooperation with the hospital’s 
neighbors. 

Since the deterioration of part of Win¬ 
chester affects the rest of the town, each 
resident should consider himself-herself to be

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Lieut. Cogan takes over as town’s acting police chief 




LI. Janies ,I CoKan, horn in Winchcslcr 
and an aluninus of Iho public schools here, 
has taken over the police department as 
acting chief for the next six weeks, llis lour of 
duty began at midnight last Satuniay. 

LI. Cogan joined the ,\rmy in 1950 and was 
stationed in Ciermany during the Korean War. 
“I was putting in time until I could join the 
police force,” he said. 

In 1953, still not old enough to join, he went 
to work for the Boggs and Cobb tannery on 
Main street. He worked there until he was 21 
and in February 1955 Cogan joined the police 
department as a special officer. 

The following April he was made a per¬ 
manent officer and in 1964 a sergeant, then a 
first inspector sergeant, and finally in ,\pril 
1971, Cogan was named a lieutenant. 

One aspect of his police history that Lt. 
Cogan takes pride in is his appointment from 
1960-62 as the town's first juvenile officer. 
"When Chief Derro came in that year.” Lt. 
Cogan recalls, “we didn't have any one

person to handle the juvenile aspect of the 
department He appointed me to be the first 
lull-lime jmenile officer. I look at my own 
kids (the lieutenant has three! and I realize 
how important it is for a police department to 
have good rapijort with the kids" 

Lt. Cogan has also done identification and 
prosecution work, taking over for Chief 
Bowler when he was not available, and he has 
been very involved with the police depart 
meni wage committee. For 20years, since he 
started on the force. Lt. Cogan has been ac 
live, either as president or as a member In the 
police association 

“When President Nixon asked the country 
to cut hack on wage increases," Lt. Cogan 
said, "the association voted a zero per cent 
wage increase. That was somehing to do! We 
received a letter of commendation from 
Washington thanking us for our efforts. We 
thought that maybe other towns would pick up 
the hall and cut down their wage increases, 
too, hut all we got was a lot of publicity.'' 
Lt. Cogan's training since joining the force 


lias included schooling in the FBI's narcotics 
and dangerous drugs seminars and their 
lingerprint classification seminar. Lt. Cogan 
was also the firearms instructor for the 
department for several years. 

'‘Kven though we are in a period of 
transition.'' he said, "we want to encourage 
the townspeople to communicate any 
problems they have to us. We will respond to 
them and check out anything we need to. Too 
(iftcH people hesitate to call the police because 
they think something they saw or something 
that happened is probably insignificant. 
Sometimes it's just the thing we need to know. 
.So during these six weeks 1 want to encourage 
the people to call on us. The door is open. 

Lt Cogan. who lives at 43 Water st., will he 
acting chief until ,\pril 10. the date of the civil 
service exam for chief. .-M midnight that day. 
LI. McHugh will lake over the department for 
the next six weeks.

Lt Cogan, while not anticipating any

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Report of the 
Chairman of 
the Board of 
Trustees

At the conclusion of each fiscal year, it is 
customary for officers of the t'ovemint' 
body and staff of the hospital to review and 
report the year’s hiKhliKhLs to the public. 
I«ist year’s report was published in a 
supplement of local newspapers and was 
very well accepted by a record number of 
interested readers. Continuiiif' the ii.se ol 
tliis media will insure us that as many as 
possible will become aware of our 
profjre.ss duritif? l'J7D as well as our lonf* 
raiiMc plans for continued improvement. 

KnowiiiK a need exists and fullfillinn it is 
.seldom an uncomplicated task for the 
hosptial industry. KollowiiiM a tremendous 
planniiif' effort and compliance with 
lequiremenLs of reKulatory aHencies, ex¬ 
pansion of our KmerKency Koom and 
out-patient service was undertaken in the 
Spring and after einht months of con¬ 
struction the new facility was pressed into 
u.sc early in December of 11)75. During 
construction Kmert'ency Koom service 
liad to be provided in a temporary location 
in the hospital, and other departments and 
services were forced to relinquish 
premium space in order to make this 
picssible. To the ob.servor, this ac¬ 
commodation appears to be routine; 
however, many considerations and 
.sacrifices were made in order to achieve 
orderly completion. When you visit the 
KmecMency Service area, I am certain 
that you will aKiee the improvements 



ju.stify any inconvenience to patients and 
.staff. Choate physicians are now available 
2-1 hours a day to cover all emerf>encies. 

The Ixinf? KanHe Plannintt Committee 
has latored many hours on the very 
complex task of planninj^ for the future. 
Professional a.ssi.stance was needed to 
clarify many issues concemint' our future 
ttrowth and development, and a noted 
hospital consulting firm was engaged in 
March. Kecommendations of the con¬ 
sultants concerning .severe space and site 
limitations, the impact of Ixihey Clinic, 
Medical Staff i.ssues, the future of 
Maternity, and many others are now being 
examined by the Trustees for appropriate 
implementiition. 

A program for annual giving was 
initiated in 197-1. Chainnan John Carrns 
announced that his 1975 goal would be 
$75,000, an increa.se of 25 percent over la.st 
year. His Committee and volunteers 
reported a total of $77,000 at their final 
meeting! Many thanks to John and all who 
contributed to this new program which will 
enable us to maintain and replace ex¬ 
pensive equipment u.sed throughout the 
liosptial. 

So many of our gains were offset by the 
lo.ss of former Trustee and Administrator, 
Arthur A. Veno, in Augu.st 1975. The im¬ 
pact of many years of dedication to Choate 
llospital will never be lost, but his passing 


is a great loss to our hospital family and 
community. To his wonderful wife and 
family who shared his time with hospital 
activity, we shall be forever grateful. 

Retirement from Board activity is well 
justified for Vice Chainnan Carl Roessler 
and Trustees Fred Burdett, Joseph T. 
Crowley, Sr., Albert F. Finethy, Robert 
Lent 2 , Jerome J. Lynch, and Robert J. 
Spence. All have served in various 
capacities for a number of years, and their 
wi.sdom and devotion always inspired 
others. 

Gains should be recorded as well as 
losses. New officers were elected at our 
Annual Meeting to conduct the affairs of 
Choate Hospital for the coming year. 
Judicial decisions in recent years have 
clearly defined that Governing Boards 
bear ultimate responsibility for all patient 
care rendered in the institution, and Mr. 
William Flaherty was elected to oversee 
tills awesome ta.sk as Chairman of the 
Board. Joined by fellow Officers and 
Tru.stees, the new Board will continue to 
meet this challenge as in the past. "Good 
I.uck." 

As I retire as Chainnan of the Board, it 
becomes difficult to properly recognize all 
who have assi.sted me during my tenure of 
office. Trustees and Corporation mem¬ 
bers, Administration, Medical Staff, 
Volunteers, Hospital personnel. Con¬ 
tributors. news media, city officials and 
many others have made my duties both 
enjoyable and rewarding. Without en¬ 
couragement from my wife and family, 
who were always willing to organize spare 
time to .satisfy my schedule, it would be an 
impossible task. 

My actions and decisions were always 
geared to the best interests of the Choate 
Hospital and to the many patients it 
serves. If I have offended anyone in 
fulfilling my obligations, please accept my 
apologies. Your continued interest and 
support of (^hoate Hospital is the only 
compen.sation I ask.

President 



'Hiis past year has been one of con¬ 
siderable activity and substantial progress 
for the Hospital. In today’s world of 
rapidly changing technology and in¬ 
creasing demands for health care, 
hospitals must not only be able to meet 
those challenges but also anticipate them. 

One major area of concern for us has 
been the Emergency and Outpatient 
Service. In 1965, in a facility only two years 
old, there were •1,550 emergency visits and 
10,080 outpatient visits for laboratory 
te.sts, x-rays, electrocardiograms and 
therapy. In 1975, just 10 years later, there 
were 21,300 emergency and 20,000 out¬ 
patient visits, an increase of 26,000 visits 
with further increased volume an¬ 
ticipated! To meet this growing demand 
for sendees, a Certificate of Need ap¬ 
plication was filed with the Department of 
Public Health to expand the Emergency 
and Outpatient area, and approval was 
granted on June 25, 197'1. A contract was 


signed with Santini Sons, Inc. of Arlington, 
general contractors, on February 28, 1975 
and construction was completed in Oc¬ 
tober. 

The new addition, a 40 foot extension of 
tlie existing Emergency Service area, 
features separate ambulance and walk-in 
entrances and more than doubles the size 
of the fclmergency Service. The ambulance 
entrance leads directly into the 
Emergency Ser\’ice while the walk-in 
entrance opens into a spacious waiting 
room that can comfortably accommodate 
30-35 visitors. This entrance and waiting 
area can be viewed from both the recep¬ 
tion desk and the Emergency Service 
nursing station, thereby providuig both 
improved patient and visitor control. 
During construction the hospital also 
changed its physician coverage system in 
the Emergency Service, and now provides 
coverage by a full-time group of four 


Emergency physicians. Previously, one 
full-time physician covered da.N-time hours 
Monday through Friday, while a number 
of part-time physicians covered evenings 
and nights, weekends and holidays. Both 
developments, it is hoped, will enhance the 
level of care provided in the Emergency 
Sen’ice. 

In early 1975 the corporation adopted 
new by-laws which revised the Hospital's 
corporate structure for the first time in 
Choate's 66 year history. The new "cor¬ 
porate organization structure" makes the 
Administrator who has the day-to-day 
responsibility for the operation of the 
hospital an officer of the Corporation and a 
voting member of the Board of Trustees 
and its Executive Committee. The 
President of the Medical Staff likewise 
becomes a voting member of the Trustees 
and the Trustee Executive Committee, 
thereby insuring a more effective medical 
input into hospital decision making at the 
board level. Internally, the Hospital's 
01 gaiuzational structure was also 
reorganized to allow top management of 
the Hospital to function in a more coor¬ 
dinated fashion, and three Vice Presidents 
have been appointed: Neil Stroman, 
former Assistant Administrator, is now 
Vice President for Administration; 
fillizabetl) A. Clark, R.N., fonner Director 
of Nursing, is now Vice President for 
Nursing Services; and Edward Medeiros, 
former Controller, is now Vice President 
for Fiscal Sendees. 


and Associates and the architectural firm 
of Payette Associates were engaged 
jointly to formulate a plan for institutional 
development, including a master plan for 
physical growth and development in the 
years ahead. The study actually started in 
March of 1975, but the approach used by 
the consultants generated recom¬ 
mendations from the outset and the 
Hospital was thereby able to begin im- 
plemenUition of many recommendations 
long before the final report five months 
later. 

Responding to a recommendation to 
broaden our efforts regarding community 
programs, we have been working on a 
coordinated approach to community 
education and screening programs for the 
public. While we have offered such ser¬ 
vices in the past, we intend to intensify our 
efforts during 1976. 

Every two years, the Hospital is visited 
and surveyed by the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals, and our most 
recent visit took place on March 17-18, 
1975. We were plea.sed to be informtnl some 
six weeks later that the Joint Commission 
had given the Hospital full two year ap¬ 
proval. Maintaining accreditation status is 
a .war-round job requiring the efforts of 
medical .staff, trustees, and employees, 
and full accreditation approval was very 
much appreciated since it signifies that 
Uie Hospital does in fact meet established 
stiindards of care. 

This past year has been one of 
achievement, and we look forward to the 
future with enthusia.sni and confidence.

Fees for patient services have always accounted for nearly 
100 percent ot the Hospital's income. Unlike 15 years ago, 
however, when most fees for patienf services were paid by 
the patients themselves, in 1975, 87 percent of patient tees 
were paid by public and private health insurers, such as 
Medicare and Blue Cross. While payments from these third 
parties do cover the Hospital's day-to-day expenses such as 
payroll, food, medicine, and light and power bills, they do not 
cover the entire cost ot replacing and updating hospital 
equipment and financing expansion. 

Do payments from health insurers cover some of these 
expenses? Yes. It is true that most third party payors do 
consider the replacement of equipment as a legitimate item 
in reckoning the literal cost of hospifal care -- this is called 
depreciation. If the hospital purchases a piece of equipment 
for $10,000 this year, for example, $1,000 will be set aside each 
year for the next ten years in a depreciation fund in an¬ 
ticipation of a replacement. 

But to illustrate further, consider the example ot x-ray 
equipment which the Hospital had to replace in 1975. Ten 
years ago when the original equipment was purchased, it 
cost $45,000; however, the replacement price was $92,000, an 
increase of more than 100 percent! Although the Hospital had 




been depreciating the old x-ray equipment, replacement 
funds available from depreciation were only $45,000, the 
original purchase price of the old equipment, leaving a gap of 
$47,000. 

Not only does depreciation not cover the cost ot purchasing 
such replacement, it also does not provide for needed new 
services. And yet during the last ten years, Choate Hospital 
has introduced the following new services: 11-bed intensive - 
coronary care unit, social service, surgical recovery room, 
inhalation therapy, nuclear medicine and an 16-bed mental 
health unit. 

Where does the money come from? First, the Hospital 
budgets tor a modest annual surplus of 3.5 percent to 
generate positive cash flow and provide needed working 
capital, and secondly, an annual giving program provides 
approximately $75,000 per year which is earmarked to fill the 
gap between equipment costs and available resources. 
Without some form of support from the public, many of the 
improvements which have been made at Choate Hospital -• 
including new programs and services as well as new 
equipment -- would not be possible. The outlook for meeting 
the Hospital's long term needs is not bright without public 
support, and inevitably both progress and patient care are 
affected.

Report of the 
Medical Staff 
President 



These are exeitinK clays to be associated 
with the Medical Staff of the Choate 
Memorial Hospital. (Jur a.ssociation with 
Tufts Medical School continues, and we 
are classified as one of the teaching 
hospitals in the medical school 
organization. Second year medical 
studenLs under the direction of the in¬ 
ternists, sugeons, and sulKspeciali.sts of 


our Staff have lectures, ward rounds, 
seminars, and in general are introduced to 
the fine art of medicine, surgery, and the 
.sut>-.specialtie.s at this Hospital. 

Our visiting profe.ssor series continues 
on a regularly scheduled ba.sis. These are 
.seminar types of presentations with a 
visiting profe.ssor from Tufts Medical 
.School pre.senting a formal lecture on a 


specific subject, followed by case 
presentations and questions and answers. 
It is proving to be stimulating and very 
helpful. 

Several new, well trained internists have 
joined our Staff in the past year. One is 
struck by the excellent training, 
capabilities, and relative youth of our 
.Medical Staff. The average age of this 
Staff is slightly over forty years. 

Cardiac telemetry has been added this 
past year. When a patient has a heart 
attack he is sent to the Cardiac Care Unit, 
and in this Unit his heart is monitored 
constahtly by the nurses who are well 
trained in this field. When the patient’s 
condition stabilizes and it is felt safe to 
move the patient to the regular nursing 
floor, cardiac telemetry may be used. This 
.sends a signal from the nursing floor, 
where the patient is now located, to the 
Intensive Cardiac Care Unit and a readout 
of his cardiogram is displayed so he may 
be remotely monitored by the nursing 
sUiff. This has been most helpful in 


detecting irregularities of the heart which 
otherwise might go unnoted during the 
healing phase following a heart attack. It 
gets the patient out of the Intensive Car¬ 
diac Care Unit, but into an area where he 
may still be carefully watched. 

.Nuclear medicine is exciting these days 
with a new Gamma Camera. It is much 
more sensitive than the old camera. Such 
things as whole body scanning are now 
possible, in which the entire body may be 
scanned and a minified image for study 
may be obtained. We are now able to 
detect the size of an area of damaged heart 
mu.scle after the patient has had a heart 
attack. This is particular!) useful if a 
patient had redamaged the muscle during 
the healing phase and this new area of 
damage may be visualized. Many of the 
newly developed isotopes are available for 
us to use with the increased sensitivity of 
this unit. 

You may be proud of the competence 
and vitality of the .Medical Staff of the 
Clioate Memorial Hospital.

School board 
to reconsider 
Trickett^s case 

George Trickett, counselor in the Win¬ 
chester Public Schools, will have another 
crack at tenure. The Winchester School 
Committee, which voted against tenure for 
Trickett February 28, has decided to 
reconsider his case. 

The school board also voted Tuesday night 
to extend the policy of seeking public input on 
teachers up for appointment to first and 
second year teachers. However the school 
administration, led by Superintendent 
William MacDonald, was skeptical of the 
ultimate value of the practice. 

Trickett was the only teacher out of 38 
candidates recommended to the committee 
by the administration to be refused tenure. 
The vote was 3-3, with members Catherine 
Fallon. Robert Frank, and Jack Noble op¬ 
posed. 

Noble said Tuesday night that he has 
changed his mind and asked the committee to 
reconsider tenure. 

“Ten days ago 1 was confident with my 
vote," said Noble. But after speaking with 
several parties involved, including Trickett 
himself. Noble said, "All of my questions 
were answered to my satisfaction.” 

Board member Robert Frank, speaking 
firmly with a calm voice, said, "1 believe it an 
error for an individual school committee 
member to discuss a case with the 
beneficiary not in the presence of other 
members of the committee.” He added that 
he had no objection to a public hearing for 
Trickett. 

Favoring immediate action on tenure, 
Committeewoman Mary Pronski said, "1 see 
no further purpose being served in dragging 
Mr. Trickett through the mud anymore.” 
Assuming no other changes, Noble’s change 
of vote would be enough to approve tenure. 

The vote for reconsideration was 
unanimous. The committee then tabled a 
motion to grant tenure pending a hearing for 
Trickett Monday evening. 

Regarding the task of dealing with public 
response to the tenure list. Superintendent 
MacDonald said, "I don't relish the task and, 
having gone through it once, I am not sure I 
can see the value of the process. ” 

The administration apparently spent a 
good deal of time and effort to get out 
parental responses to the teachers. 
MacDonald questioned the necessity of 
distributing the positive responses except in 
cases where some negative response had 
been received about an individual teacher. 

Citing the negative effect publishing the 
list had on staff. Director of Personnel Henry 
Perry suggested that, "Parent input is most 
valuable when it’s on a day-to-day basis’” and 
that the best results could be obtained 
through direct communication between 
parents and teachers. 

Another objection raised was the 
possibility of a concerted effort by a few in¬ 
dividuals to give a teacher a bad name with 
the administration. 

The school board nonetheless decided to 
release the names of first and second year 
teachers up for appointment by a 4-1 vote. 
Noble opposed; Chairman Richard Pharo 
was not present at the time. However, the 
committee asked the administration to come 
up with a more reasonable plan to deal with 
the input.

Wincnester Public School enrollment will 
probably decline by as many as 293 students 
between the 1973-74 and 1978-79 school years, 
according to recently released state 
projections. 

The projections are part of a statewide, 
town-by-town enrollment survey issued by the 
Massachusetts Department of Education. 
The state used two sets of enrollment figures 
and nine projection techniques in compiling 
the survey. 

Using census enrollment figures, the 
report estimates total enrollment in Win¬ 
chester will drop from 5448 to 5155 students, a 
decrease of 293. These numbers are computed

asing me state s “best method” for projec¬ 
tion. Two other techniques were used to come 
up with high and low projections for the 1978- 
79 school year: 5155and 5013. 

The decrease is concentrated in grades 1-0, 
which account for a decline of 331 students. 
Grades 7-8 are projected to drop by 107, and 
grades 9-12 show an increase of 144. Kin¬ 
dergarten and ungraded figures remain 
unchanged. 

Using what the state refers to as "at¬ 
tending child enrollments,” the results are 
much the same. Total enrollment shows a 
drop of 277, from 5521 to 5244. Again the drop 
is primarily in grades 1-0, which are 
projected to decline by 293 pupils. Grades 7-8 
drop by 102, and grades 9-12 are again on the 
rise by 118 students. Kindergarten and 
ungraded numbers remain constant. And the 
upper and lower ranges for the total 
enrollment projection for 1978-79 are 5244 and 
5160. 

Winchester is not alone: of 103 “residential 
suburbs” in the state, 74 had a decrease 
projected for the period between 1973-74 and 
1978-79. The median projected change for the 
entire group was minus six per cent. 

Of the 74 school systems in the Northeast 
region, Winchester is one of 33 that show a 
decline. 32 systems show increases, and the 
net change for the region (over the same time 
span) is minus one per cent. 

For the entire state, the survey predicts a 
decline in total enrollment of five per cent. 

The state enrollment report emphasizes 
that the projections are just that: projections. 
There are numerous local and otherwise • 
unpredictable factors that were impossible to 
include in the state’s analysis. “The largest 
assumption we make is that the future will 
resemble the past in all important respects,” 
states the report.__

Police worried 
about breaks 
in homes here 

Police are concerned over the nund)er of 
housebreaks in Winchester over Ihe past few 
months. 

"If things continue iis they have been 
going,” said l.t. .lohn McHugh, “we’ll he 
having ,30(1 breaks a year in this town. People 
have to become aware that there are 
breakings and enterings into private homes. 
We can’t let complacency set in or we’ll he 
hindered in our attempts to stop the breaks.” 

Although there were three breaks this past 
week, there have Ixjon weeks with many more 
limes that number, .Some breaks result in 
theft of a few things, or no loss at all. Others, 
however, lead to loss of several thousands of 
dollars worth of property.. 

"To some people the idea of someone 
entering the home and going through private 
and personal belongings is somewhat akin to 
their feelings of indecent e«posure to a small 
girl or even rape,” McHugh said, “Someone’s 
house is a very per.sonal thing to them. The 
first lime a break liappens, they may say it 
was their fault for not locking the door or 
something. The second lime, however, they 
become very upset at the idea of someone 
l)eing in Ihe house.” 

LI, McHugh would like to have the public 
know that Ihe police department wants to 
keep working on a break in the hopes of 
solving it. The first time a policeman comes 
In the house he does a quick run-through. 
Within 24 hours an identification and 
fingerprint man conies to go over the house 
more thoroughly. From then on, it is a matter 
of looking for clues and hoping someone will 
come forward with a possible description of 
the suspect. 

The police ask anyone who may have in¬ 
formation about housebreaks to make their 
knowledge known.

‘Jaws of Life’ --new project 
of Winchester Kiwanis Club 

The Kiwanis Club of Winchester W launching a fund raising drive to provide the money 
necessary for the town to purchase the Hurst Power Tool, nicknamed “The Jaws of Life,” 
according to club President Bob Simpson. 

The tool is a hydraulic device that is used in emergency rescue work such as in 
automobile, industrial, railroad and elevator accidents by applying up to five tons pressure 
to separate, cut or pull. 

The Kiwanians became concerned last November over the fact the town does not 
prossess the tool (because of budgetary restrictions) when the Fire Department was forced 
to contact Cambridge to free trapped victims of an automobile accident. Although the 
Cambridge rescue squad responded in only 11 minutes, that length of time could have been 
fatal, if the victims were critically Injured. 

Other severe accidents have occurred periodically in Winchester over the years and the 
Kiwanians feel not only can a serious accident happen again, but it could happen to anyone 
including themselves. Being careful does not preclude being involved in an accident. 
Sometimes a matter of being in the wrong place at wrong time can result in an accident as 
was evident in a recent incident involving a stolen car. 

Chairmen of the Kiwanis project are Thomas E. Derro, 7 Central st., John B. Mercurio, 
Jr. 351 Highland ave., and William L. Morton, 8 Fairmount St. The tri-chairmen have iii- 
dicated that other articles and activities including a demonstration of the “Jaws of Life” 
are planned for the near future. 

The Kiwanis Club seeks the help of the entire community be it from clubs, business, 
industry or individuals. All those who become part of the project will have a great feeling of 
satisfaction when the day comes that a fellow citizen has been re.scued by Ihe “Jaws of

By-Laws: Some afterthoughts

After four nights of debate and 
deliberation, the town meeting on a voice vote 
adopted a revised code of local by-laws for 
Winchester. The By-Law Revision Study 
Committee was given a standing ovation for 
its efforts covering nearly a year in producing 
a proposed draft for the consideration of the 
town meeting. 

The committee held 24 meetings, including 
one public hearing and one briefing session. 
Most of the work, however, was accomplishc<i 
by assignments to individual members whose 
reports were discussed by the committee as a 
whole and ultimately merged into theover-all 
draft. Because of the skills and tUHiication of 
the members in research, drafting, typing, 
editing, etc., the committee will he able to 
return about $10(K) of its $:iR00 budget to the 
town. 

Along the way, as expected, there were 
some ups and downs. The committee was 
deeply concerned about the method of 
presenting the propo.sed by-laws to the town 
meeting. To have merely circulated printed 
copies to the town meeting members and then 
called for adoption would have resulted in 
lack of understanding, confasion and chaos. 

Working with the moderator, the com¬ 
mittee devcloperi a carefully planned 
procedure, which, it turned out, most people 
were readily able to follow. Basically the plan 
was to lake up each chapter of the proposed 
by-laws separately (12 in all), amending and 
perfecting each chapter before moving to the 
next chapter. We needed to know in.advance 
what substantive amendments were to be 
offered so that they could be analyzed by the 
committee and also made available to the 


town meeting members. The moderator 
agreed to include a letter calling for amen¬ 
dments to l)e submitted in writing by a 
prescrilwd deadline with our scheduled 
mailing to town meeting members. Unfor¬ 
tunately, this action was misconstrued by a 
some people as arbitrary although the 
General Laws, section 15, Chapter .19, clearly 
give the moderator authority to establish 
orderly procedures for the conduct of town 
meeting. In challenges to a moderator’s 
authority in similar situations, without ex¬ 
ception the courts have found in the 
moderator's favor. 

On the brigher side, realizing that 
amendments would only be comprehensible if 
everyone had written copies, the chairman of 
the selectmen. I.arry Smith, on his own 
volition and at no cost to the town, reprwluced 
sufficient copies of the amendments for all 
interested persons. I hope this is a forerunner 
of a future trend to furnish printed copies of 
complex amendments to all town meeting 
members. i 

The liveliest debate centercxl around a new 
.section in the proposed by-laws entitled 
"lYeparation for Debate” (in town meeting). 
It was insexted by the committee as one 
response to the insistent demand it received 
from townspeople, town officials and present 
and past town meeting members that steps 
be taken to shorten the elapsed time of recent 
town meetings. The text is as follows: 

;i.2 I’RKI’AUATION FOR DKBASTF - It 
shall be the duty of every citizen of the town 
seeking recognition to speak at a town 
mating to have attempted in advance of the 
town meeting to inform himself regarding the 
warrant article under consideration. On any 
warrant article on which a public hearing has 
not l)een held, the town manager or the ap¬ 
propriate town agency shall schedule a time 


and place at which information with respect 
to said article shall be furnished in advance of 
the meeting.” 

It seemed to the committee an obvious 
axiom of life that when a person prepares in 
advance to perform an involved task he will 
do a better job and save time in the process. 
With more imagination than Insight, some 
town meeting members misread the section 
as restraining their rights. All parliamentary 
manuals recognize that consideration of the 
meeting as a whole is the duty of each in¬ 
dividual member. 

The second portion of the section provides 
that sources of information (not necessarily a 
public hearing) relative to the various 
warrant articles be made available by the 
pertinent town agencies. The motion todelete 
the section was defeated as was a subsequent 
motion for reconsideration. 

I am convinced that the by-laws as 
amended and enacted by the town meeting 
will provide a sound operational basis for the 
town in this transitional period of its gover¬ 
nment. It is well that mechanisms have been 
established by the charter for more frequent 
updating of the town by-laws to harmonize 
with evolving social, economic and gover- 
nemntal changes. 

The commendations of townspeople and 
town meeting members to the committee in 
the performance of iLs task have been much 
appreciated. It has been a pleasure to serve 
the town in this capacity. The cooperation of 
town officials has been extraordinarily 
helpful. As chairman, my work has been 
reduced beyond measure through the out¬ 
standing devotion of my co-committee 
members to their responsibilities. Lest there 
is uncertainty who they might be, they are; 
.Jason W. Dade, John M. Harrington, Jr., 
Kdward K. Hicks, David S. Mortensen, Joan 
M, Pelletier, F’rances D. Weiffenbach. 

The new by-laws should become effective 
in early summer. The town clerk has 60 days 
to submit them to the attorney-general of the 
Uommonwealth; the attorney-general has 
ninety days to approve them; the town must 
then publish them three times in a local 
paper, after which they become operative.

In discussion on article 2, Dr. Richard 
Pharo provided the background leading to a 
request for additional chapter 766 funds. 

Under the state law, each local school 
district must provide education for children 
between three and 21 who have special needs 
which cannot be met within the local school 
system. In Winchester's case, $55,000 has 


already been spent in out-of-district tuitions 
for children whose evaluations by a team of 
educators, psychologists, doctors, and school 
administratore (CORE) indicate their needs 
are best served in another facility. There are 
still 50 CORE evaluations being carried on. 

According to Dr. Pharo, without additional 
funds, the out-of-town tuitions cannot be paid

and the children will be left with no special 
schooling, the parents would have to pay, or 
Winchester would have to provide special 
schooling at its own expense. 

The request for $45,tXK) would allow the 
completion of the school year for those 
children already enrolled in special education 
facilities. 

The finance committee suggested 
favorable action on the article and also ex¬ 
pressed hope that the budget for next year 
will be sufficient to include future spending. It 
was because of the newness of the chapter 766 
implementation that the school committee 
was not able to include sufficient funds in its 
budget this year. They were to anticipate the 
amount needed during the first year of the 
program. 

The vote was in favor of the article. 

The Save the Park provx)nents received the 
necessary twivthirds majority vote to allow 
the Wadleigh School site at Myrtle and Mt. 
Vernon streets to remain as park land. A 20- 
minute slide presentation which they have 
presented to numerous groups and town 
boards was presented once again to the town 
meeting in speeded-up form. 

Mr. Cummings, speaking on behalf of the 
planning board, asked unfavorable action on 
the article, lie said. "There is no proposal to 
do anything else with the land. However, 
don’t needlessly encumber this land. A future 
town meeting may want it ” It would take an 
act of the state legislature to release the land 
back to the town 

Mr. Pelletier, s|x'aking for the finance 
committee suggested that "the town should 
have the power to use the land in the future."

Mr. Burns of the Winchester Association of 
Realtors also favored passage of the article. 

A two-thirds majority vote is required for 
the transfer of land. The standing vote was 
133 in favor of the article, 19 opposed. 

The sewer study, which would have tied up 
$120.ixx>, was indefinitely postponed. Larry 
Smith, moving for the postponement, made it 
clear that a study of the 70-year-old system is 
entirely appropriate but that the timetable is 
wrong. I’own Manager Tom Groux agreed 
with the postponement and said that the town 
would l(X)k at other ways of doing the study. 

Article 5, the firefighters’ contract, was 
approv'd after the selectmen, the finance 
committee, and the personnel board urged 
favorable action. The contract was signed 
last week and will give firefighters a 13 per 
cent increase in wages the first year, 
beginning July 1. 1975, and a ten per cent 
increase which will lx? requested at the an¬ 
nual spring town mi-eting. 

The contract sets the maximum annual 
salarii's at $11,332 for firefighters, $13,032 for 
lieutenants, and $14,732 for captains. Special 
duty rates are increased to $8 an Iwur. In the 
case of multiple alarm fires or emergencies, 
there will be a mimimum of three hours paid 
if employw's are called back to work. 
January 15 is added as a paid holiday. 

The cost of implementing the contract for 
the fiscal year ending June 30 is $80,267. 

Article' 6 asked the town meeting to ap¬ 
propriate additional funds for special counsel 
to represent the town in its pending litigation 
concerning the construction of the high 
sch(X)l. The permanent building committee 
nw'ds $2S.iHH) for legal services, outlines of 
specifications- and miscellaneous expenses. 

The town voted favorably for that article 
and also for the following one which alhK’atwi 
another $10,100 for expert testimony, ap¬ 
praisals and other aspects of legal business 
in'fon' the court. 

Article 8, which sought to change the 
zoning of '270 Washington st. from general 
residence to general business, was defeale<l 
on a vole of 58 in favor, 77 opposed, not the 
necessary two-thirds majority. 

.lames Dwinell from the Winchester 
.Siivings Bank spoke in favor of the change 
which would allow the bank to build a com¬ 
bination walk-in, drive-in branch at that 
location, lie cited studies done for the bank 
which indicated that 23 per cent of their 
depositors live within walking distance of the 
Washington street location, and additional 
studii*s showing that traffic would be a minor 
problem in that area. He said that a covenant 
has bwn drawn up with Mr. Gattineri, the 
current owner of the property, to build a bank 
and only a bank at the site.

finance committee, the ortcile did not pass. 
Opponents pointed to the effect of “spot- 
zoning” and the possible traffic problems 
which could originate in a business area. 

Clarence Borggaard said, "This town 
deplores the fact that businessmen are not 
public-spirited enough to make Winchester 
alive. Don’t you know that that part of town 
where the banks are located is the last place 
in the town to deteriorate, the last place to 
have honky-tonks.” 

Article 9 pc'rmilted the change in the table 
of use regulations to allow a municipal waste 
disposal facility for rubbish, garbage, or 
other refuse originating within the Town, to 
be built according to the time schedule 
mandated by the Environmental Protection 
Agency. The closing date for the present 
incinerator is June 30. 

Article 10 was indefinitely postponed at the 
rc()uest of Vurtkes Karain who said that no 
additional funds are required for the design 
and construction of the transfer station. The 
article was placed in the warrant to forestall 
the possibility of running out of funds for the 
facility's construction. 

Article H accepted a grant of $6,000, to be 
matched by the town, to construct bicen¬ 
tennial bikeways.

‘Informed’ debate 
will still obtain

By a vote of 79 yeas to 68 nays, not the 
necessary two-thirds majority, the town 
meeting Thursday night refused to reconsider 
Ibat section of the by-laws which would have a 
lown meeting member wishing to speak on 
Ibe floor of town meeting have all available 
information about the article before hand. 

I’larence Borggaard, speaking on the 
motion to reconsider chapter 2 section 3.2., 
"Preparation for debate," said. "We cannot 
make decisions without the crossfire of 
debate.

laken care of. 

The arguments against the prior in- 
lormalion section dealt with the right of free 
siM'ech and the power of the moderator in 
discussions on the floor.

vehemently on its reconsideration. The vote 
last week lo retain the section was 61 for 
deletion and 73 against. 

Dr. Herlihy said, “We are giving, 
unilaterally and arbitarily, power to the 
moderator. It will be another ten years before 
the by-laws will be looked at for revision 
again. Now is the moment to reconsider and 
vote for deletion. This is a potentially 
dangerous situation. Do we wish lo be in the 
vanguard of the dubious?” 

Mr. Schaeffer opposed Dr. Herlihy saying, 
“I am astounded that town meeting members 
are not willing lo take on the obligation to 
inform themselves.” 

In other areas, town meeting voted lo 
accept the by-law revisions as amended to bo 
the code of by-laws for the Town of Win¬ 
chester and lo appropriate money for the 
publication of the by-laws. 

Town meeting also changed the number of 
days a dog can be held until reclaimed from 
ten to seven, to conform with state law. 

Regarding fines for offenses of more than 
one day’s duration, Mr. Schaeffer pre.sented 
an aendmenl to add a paragraph lo chapter 8, 
section 31 which would make each day of the 
offense a separate occasion for fining. As that 
section stood a fine of $50 could be exacted 
once for failure lo remove or have removed 
an obsiruclion lo vision of drivers at in¬ 
tersections. 

.Schaeffer said, “It is pretty easy to 
assume that nobody will do anything about 
the violation. On matters with small fines, 
somebody will pay the ten dollars, say, and 
then forget about the offense." 

David Morlensen of the by-laws revision 
committee spoke against the amendment and 
said, “I prefer not subject a person lo a 50- 
dollar fine day by day. It’s too harsh a punish¬ 
ment." 

The question was raised before the vote on 
Ihe amendment of whether passage of the 
section would give the lown Ihe right to go 
onto private property lo cut hedges. It was 
ruled that Ihe lown would have that right. 

On a standing vote Ihe lown meeting 
decided lo add Ihe paragraph lo section 31, 
thus making each day of an offense 
punishable by fine. 

Acting Police Chief Cogan asked for an 
amendment lo Ihe dog leash law which would 
exempt a canine corps from Ihe leash law as 
long as the dogs were actually engaged in the 
performance of official duties. 

An amendment was already before the 
lown meeting lo delete that paragraph of Ihe 
dog leash law exempting canine corps from 
Ihe restrictions of dogs on leashes. This 
amendment lo Ihe amendment, as well as the 
original amendment both were voted in the 
affirmative. 

A (pieslion from the floor inquired of the 
moderal whether Ihe town meeting had just 
voted to delete section 8. Raymond Kenney 
responded that the section still stands but 
bolli an amendment and an amendment lo an 
amendment require .separate votes even if 
one is an amendment to delete

Or so you would think if you were inclined to use attendance 
figures for the five sessions that began Kebruai’y 23 as your guide. 

Five sessions. Maximum attendance, 176 souls at the first session. That’s 
77 per cent of the total. 

Thursday, Feb. 26 149 present. 

Monday, March 1 It fell away to 68 per cent, or 154 in attendance. 

Thursday, March 4 154 In attendance, again. 

Monday, MarchS, the final 162 and amen. 

The extent of absenteeism at the meeting sessions points to apathy. The 
reasons advanced for absences hcive been many and certainly varied. There 
is no doubt that some of those absent from one, some or even all of the 
sessions had good and sufficient reason. 

But the flu hadn’t hit Winchester that hard, at least not at this time. Tlie 
attendance figures showed that at two sessions, with only 154 out of 228 town 
meeting members present, a quorum was seriously in doubt right down to 
the wire. It was barely reached. There were those around who were very 
much concerned and mentally taking a quick count to see If they’d make it. 

And they did. Just about. 

In addition, in the matter of town meeting membership, the town has a 
most regretable situation, in that not enough candidates have taken out 
nomination papers to fill the rolls in at least two precincts. Where at least 24 
are required, only 20 candidates filed. 


What’s to be done about this situation, one in which citizens of a com¬ 
munity, elected at their own behest to an office of public trust, not facing up 
to that trust? 

Maybe the time has come for Winchester to think about some other form 
of government. Maybe the type which Involves only a town administrative 
board —be they called selectmen or town council or whatever, ought to be 
seriously considered. 

Town meeting, said by some to be one of the purest forms of self 
government, seems to be going by the boards in Winchester. 

And it’s very sad indeed. —J.R.S. 


‘The Jaws of Life’ 

The Winchester Klwanls Club this week launched a laudable project that 
can be readily categorized as a life-saving one for the town’s Inhabitants, 
and in fact for persons crossing our borders and coming upon misfortune In 
the form of automobile accidents or other mishaps. 


The club Is going to conduct a public campaign to obtain money from all 
sources possible to finance the purchase of a ’’Jaws of Life” device, and 
present it to the town for use by the police and fire departments to use in 
rescue operations to save lives. 

The name of the device, a Herst Tool derives from its function. It is 
hyraulically operated and can lift, spread, cut or remove with a force of up 
to 5000 pounds. It was used here in November to rescue trapped victims 
inside the twisted metal of a wrecked automobile, and is credited with 
saving lives. At that time, it was borrowed from the Cambridge Fire 
Department, which is only one of the few departments to have such a tool. 

It can cut Into an automobile in seconds in cases which previously 
required up to an hour or more. And in accidents, especially with bleeding 
or victims going into shock, time is of the essence. 

Arlington recently officially contemplated purchasing such a tool, but its 
political system turned the idea down. 

Fortunately, Winchester’s Klwanls Club will provide this town with a 
necessary instrument in its lifesaving function without an outlay of any 
money by the town. 

This is public service at its best and is highly commendable on the part of 
Kiwanis. 

May their numbers multiply, and may the wind be always at their 
back.

Debate time

I'liring (he current town meeting con¬ 
siderable debate has taken place on the lengtii 
of die meetings, and reasonalile effort that 
might he taken, consistent with tlic riglits of 
the lown. the town officials, and llic town 
mccling memhers. to reduce the lime 
rc(|uired for dclialc. 

Tims far, the only action taken lias liccn by 
the nnideralor, who has uuilalcraly assumed 
the power to rule any particular question “out 
of order" if in liis opinion the (lucstion might 
have heen presented, and answered, before 
die meeting began. 

The revised by-laws as approved during 
die current meeting contain a paragraph 
which stales dial a TM member has a duly to 
inform liimself on relevant subjects liefore 
seeking recognition at the Meeting. This 
paragraph gives the sanction of law to the 
previous arliilrary usurpation of power by tho 
moderator. 

It seems to me dial even if we agree dial 
the town meeting takes too mueh lime, we 
should not .seek to save time at the expense of 
fundamental rights of the TM memliers. 

Ia'I us first recognize that not all questions 
from the floor come from memliers who have 
not done their homework, some questions will 
he generated hy the dcliatc itself, and a 
question thal may have appeared trivial, 
eapahle of answer beforehand, in fact may 
liave lu'cn made critical by information 
revealed in the debate. 

If we are to do something ‘‘extraordinary’’ 
to reduce "unnecessary’’ debate aiid 
di.seussion, why can we not do something that 
has heen suggested from the floor for the past 
several years, including this meeting? 

.Specifically, il has lieen suggested that an 
informal "show of liands,” taken as a debate 
on a given (|ueslion is to begin, might show 
such as preponderance on oneside or the other 
dud prolonged di.seussion by the "winners” 
would clearly lie unnecessary, and even the 
"losers" would temper the number and 
duration of their remarks. 

I recall a session last year in which there 
was near unanimity on each of just a few 


articles, and almost no lengthy opposition, 
and il still look four lioiirs to gel diorugti. 
because the "winners’’ .spent so mueh lime 
explaining that which most of the meinhers 
already knew 

The moderator has previously slated thal 
such a "show of hands” is nol provided for in 
Rulierls Rules of Order,. So far as 1 know, 
neither is the saving of time given precedence 
over the orderly flow of information and the 
rights of the elected representatives of the 
citizenry

In this very complex economic and 
pluralistic society it is often necessary for the 
public citizen to attempt to make value 
judgments based on the numerical facts in¬ 
volved; and for this to lx- done wisely a fair 
understanding of arilhmetic is required. 1 
think it of the utmost importance tiuit any and 
all newspeople should not be entrasted with 
news stories dealing with arithmelic until 
they have demonstrated a proficiency at least 
sufficient to avoid mistakes of Itiis kind. 

In this instance, since the error occurerl in 
the headline it is (luile likely that it will be 
well rememliered by those readers who did 
not have the time or inclination to read and 
think alKUil Hie article. 

If 1 were ineliiuHl toward the con¬ 
spiratorial. I could argue that a mistake of 
this kind is an easy form of propaganda; 
“maylx' nolxuiy will notice, but if they do 1 
can pretend it was a mistake.” 

Of course, maybe you printed the story 
exactly as reeeiveti from the School eom- 
inittix', which then becomes another story! 

Second I feel the word....“cut”..is inap¬ 
propriate. Tlie proposed budget was cut, but 
since that proposinl budget was so large, and 
the ‘'cut" so small, the end product is still 
above the funded budget for FY 1976. Once 
again, the word .."cut .” leaves an incorrect 
impression in the mind of the casual reader.

‘Spirit’ is still elusive

Several weeks ago, The Star asked the editorial question, "What is the spirit of Win¬ 
chester?" 

I looktHi and looked since then, but I’m not sure I know yet. 

The efforts of the Save the Park force certainly represented a concerted attempt, suc¬ 
cessful at that, to maintain a spot of greenery for the town. While their goal was noble, their 
members were mostly from the neighboring streets. 

I own Day is probably the closest this town comes to having a feeling of being members 
of a town and not of one neighborhood. Schools are located in neighborhoods, stores are 
scattered into neighlxirhoods like Swanton street, Washington street, downtown. Main 
street. Churches are l(x;ated throughout the town. The mere physical design of the town 
lends itself to thinking in parochial terms. 

T he train tracks go right through the center one way and Mt. Vernon street cuts through 
at right angles to them. Right away the lown is divided into quarters. 

We have to find a way of making the resident of Cross street as interested in the problems 
of the resident of Cabot street as the people at that end of town. We have to remember that 
eyerj-one has a right to vote and that what a town meeting member from precinct 5 decides 
w 111 nave an effect on something in precinct 2. Last week there were several close votes on 
the fUxir of town meeting. There was, in fact, a tie vote broken by the moderator. 

Maj^' government is the only way to cause a feeling of “Winchester” to settle over the 
town. Physically we have neighborhoods — a concept I support. Too often, however, 
thinking in terms of town stops at the corner. Junior high school students are suddenly 
thrust mto a large school with kids from another part of town and not just with Ihe kids they 
earned to roller skate or ride bikes with, kids who cross different streets and see different 
things.

Boulders 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I would like to submit a few follow-up 
comments on my recent letter about the large 
boulder that has been used as a flower-pot for 
the last three or four hundred years by a 
stubborn old cedar tree. 

I am no geologist, but I think this boulder, 
and many others which 1 now propose to point 
out in this neighborhood, hopped aboard the 
last glacier to pass this way less than a 
quarter of a mile north of where they now lie. 

I suspect that they intended to thumb their 
way to Florida, but their carrier ran out of 
gas and its assets melted away almost as soon 
as they got aboard. 

1 reason it this way; since all the corners of 
these rocks and boulders are still sharp and 
angular, they could not have been subjected 
to any great amount of grinding, tumbling, or 
abrasion on their journey; hence that journey- 
must have been a very short one. I think they 
all came, originally, from a huge chunk of 
rock that froze to the glacier when it passed 
over the cliffs that lie today just north of the 
edge of the Fells across from the intersection 
of South Border rd. and Leslie rd. That would 
seem to me to be about as far as they could 
have traveled and still remain sharp and 
angular, not rounded off in any way. (A more 
learned man could, of course, prove all this, 
true or false, by simply examining these 
rocks to see if their composition w-as the 
same, in all cases.) I will just have to guess at 
it and, while I am in this guessing mood, I w ill 
hazard a further guess that the cliff 1 speak of 
is part of the fault that forms the northern 
wall of the Boston Basin! 

The other rocks and boulders 1 speak of (I 
think they are called “erratics”) are as 
follows; One, the rock in “Snyder’s" 
(Freeman’s) pond; two, the boulder on 


Thibeaull’s lawn, one on the Hanley's lawn, 
and one on the Burt’s lawn, all on Hollywood 
road; a large one within the center inedallion 
of my garden, now- covered by the'forsythia 
bushes; one at the south edge of my house lot. 
(several smaller ones on my lot and the Stein 
lot. next door;) one in front of the Redding 
house, on Cranston road; a large one on the 
Pappadenis lawn (Cranston rd.). now- serving 
to anchor a large tree on Ledyard rd.. a cable 
being stretched between the tw-o. Again, a 
large rock, or boulder, on Marshall rd.. near 
its juncture w ith Winford way; and again, the 
large “painted" rock betw-cen the park on 
Dennett rd. and the bridle path; finally, a few 
more scattered rocks, lying in the Fells, close 
to the famous tree-rock itself. 

In my humble, amateur opinion, all of 
these rocks, and of course many more 
unknow-n to me or buried deeply in the gravel 
and boulder clay of w hich this area is overlain 
are either brothers and sisters, or else cousins 
to one another. All are sharp cornered, almost 
all lie on top of the soil—all. to me, seem 
definitely related. 

Maybe we can hear from some interested 
geologist on this subject (or maybe I am the 
only one interested!)

frontation can be avoided. 

However, 1 can only “call them as 1 see 
them." 1 certainly do not intend to hurt, 
deprive, or injure anyone, let alone the little 
children whose future may w-ell depend, in 
large measure, upon what they have learned 
in school. 

But 1 feel that there has to be a limit 
somew-here! School costs are constantly 
rising, year by year; while school 
enrollments are constantly falling at the 
same time! As more and more money is 
diverted into the school budget, less and less 
money is available for other purposes. It is as 
simple as t(iat. If there were money enough to 
go around, it would not matter; but there is no 
longer money enough, and 1 feel that the 
schools are grabbing more than their sliare, 
under the circumstances. 

We “elderly” are three fifths as numerous 
as the children of school age, at the present 
time. Furthermore, our numbers are 
grow-ing, w-hile their number is declining. 
They have fiscal autonomy and can take what 
they want; we have to beg for everything w-e 
get. Under such a disadvantage it would seem 
that w-e just do not have a chance. 

But, I, for one, do not intend to give up. It 
is the wheel that squeaks that gets the grease, 
and I intend to squeak just as loudly as I can, 
just as often as I can. I learned long ago that 
many a good thing is lost by not asking for it; 
and, in this case, 1 do not intend that the cause 
of the elderly should go by default. If it turrus 
out that w-e (lo not got what we w-ant, let it not 
be because w-e did not ask for it! 

Please let me explain that I do not question 
the motives or the objectives of the various 
school committees. Their job is to further the 
interest of all the school children in their 
charge. They do this with z()al, with gusto, 


and in the firm conviction that money is w-hat 
is needed lo accomplish it, — lots of money, 
all the money they can get hold of, all the 
money there is, in fact, lest they otherwise 
fail to accomplish all that they art? asked to do 
for their charges. Even so, w-e learn at each 
tow n meeting, they must still give up on some 
of their cherished projects. There is a literally 
no end lo the demands pul upon them. 

But all of us seniors have long since 
learned that w-e can never have all that w-e 
w-ant, so maybe it w-ouid be a good le.sson 
iearned for future disappointments if the 
young, once in a while, learned to stand aside 
and had to watch their elders get a bit or two 
from the annual budget. Lest they grow- up too 
greedy and to expect too much, they too, must 
learn to give someone else a chance when the 
goodies are being passed out. 

1 heard Father Lyons say that the seniors 
of this town annually contribute something 
like $2,iK)0,lKK) of the total taxes collected in 
this town. I ask, simply, w-hy should they not 
get something in return?

A resident vexillologist 

Scholarship aids unique interest

The only professional vexillologist in the 
world is Winchester resident Wliitney Smith 
who is a former recipient of a Winchester 
Scholarship Foundation grant. 

A vexillologist is a flag historian. Whitney 
'Smith has written 12 books on flags, his latest 
being "Flags Through the Ages and Across 
the World,” published by McGraw Hill in 
September, 1975. This book has sold some 
100,000 copies and is available in seven 
languages. 

What began as a child's hobby when a boy 


of six began collecting flags has emerged as 
being a full-time occupation. 

"1 am an emperor in a puddle," says 
Smith, referring to his singular distinction in 
his profession. 

"The constant political turmoil in th( 
world provides me with new work," says 
Smith. 

Smith is the executive director of the Flag

“The greatest single task confronting this 
session of the State Legislature is that of 
putting the Commonwealth's financial house 
in order," declared Uep Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh. Jr. this week. 

Mis comment followed the announcement 
that the State had succeeded in selling S5:)5 
million in housing bonds at 9.0-1 interest. 
Saltmarsh had urged passage of a bill to 
restructure the short-term debt so that 
current notes could be converted into long¬ 
term bonds

soared, the money market for short-term 
bonds has tightened up and the debt load has

"For this reason. ^ felt passage of this bill 
was vital to the Commonwealth's financial 
health and I siioke in favor of the legislation 
before the Ways and Means Committee." 

Saltmarsh also revealed that Ma.ss. had 
the highest percentage of short-term debt in 
the nation, “dur local housing authorities 
owed $r)4:l.million in notes as compared to $57 
million in long-term bonds." he said. "Under 
this system, the financing agencies and 
authorities at times, through no fault of their 
own. found themselves uncomfortably close 
to default. 

".lust this past year, it was necessary for 
the Legislature to pledge the State's full faith 
ami credit to the debts of the Mass. Housing 
Finance .-Ngency," he added. 

.Saltmarsh also favored a provision of the 
bill that restructured the relationship bet¬ 
ween tlie State and certain authorities. "It 
makes far more sense to transfer the existing 
bonding authority held by local housing 
authorities to the state treasurer, thus 
streamlining the financing effort from over 
20(1 entities to one. This will strengthen the 
state's abiht> to gain favorable long-term 
debt arrangements while leaving unchanged 
the important elements of local control." 

Saltmarsh said that the state's financial 
crisis was one that had been building over the 
years due io financial procedures followed by 
both Hepuhlican and Democratic ad¬ 
ministrations. The passage of the bill was 
nece.ssary not only to avoid the financial 
disaster of a New York City but to provide 
safeguards so that short-term debt could 
never again build up to the high proportions 
that now exist 

These safeguards include a two-year limit 
on use of tax anticipation notes to pay off 
property tax obligations plus a restriction on 
the issuing of notes so that only 15 percent of 
construction costs of a project can be 
financed this way before construction must 
begin It also requires the entire construction 
cost to he put into Ixinds within 10 months.

Hwiting the Pledge of Allegiance is an act 
which signifies belief in the ideals which have 
l)een written in the Pledge, the ideals of 
liberty and justice for all. 

The Pledge does not constitute an 
acknowledgment of the enactment of these 
ideals nor does it constitute an acceptance of 
the way thi*se ideals are being carried out. 
The concept of liberty and justice for all will 
never be achieviHl, but this should not stop its 
from trying to achieve these goals. 

This’ country has failwi miserably in the 
past in respect to these goals, we have only 
recently recovert'd from a war in which 
millions of people were killed for reasons no 
sane person could justify. This does not mean 
we should abandon our ideals and substitute 
more achievable ones. At this point in our 
nation's history our soceity is suffering from 
a terrible crisis. We have become a society 
which ix'rmits itself no heroes, a siKiety 
which shuns the idealist and a scicily 
governed by men who hold only realistic 
solut ions and who dare not to dream.

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Selectmen 

reactivate 

CONCERN 

The board of selectmen voted Monday to 
reactivate CONCERN as a recognized town 
committee to deal with problems of van¬ 
dalism, drinking, and littering in the town as 
well as in the school buildings. 

CONCERN, organized several years ago 
ns an ad hoc committee interested in drugs 
and other problems in the high school, has felt 
that without official status it cannot be ef¬ 
fective in the community, although several 
townspeople and representatives of various 
town committees serve on it. 

According to Cathy Fallon, vice chairman 
of the school committee, "Without anybody 
taking minutes, or empowered to act, it is 
hard to make meaningful recommendations. 
We would be more powerful if we were a 
recognized body." 

Phyllis Williams, who accompanied Ms. 
Fallon to the public heacing, said, "We have 
to attack attitudes behind the vandalism in 
the schools. The original objective of CON¬ 
CERN was to deal with problems not ex¬ 
clusively drug-related. The public impression 
was that the committee was solely involved in 
drug-related aspects and that now these 
problems have worn off somewhat.” 

Selectman John Sullivan, while supporting 
the idea of reconstituting CONCERN as a 
town committee, expressed interest in how 
the group would deal with vandalism. 

"Is this group going to be a vehicle through 
which school administration or police action 
should be taken? I would feel more com¬ 
fortable with a well-known policy regarding 
vandalism, maybe a weekly report on van¬ 
dalism events and whether retribution or 
prosecution is involved. In school situations 
there is a fine line between retribution and 
prosecution. It is unfair to CONCERN to place 
that responsibility on them." 

High school principal Vincent l.arocco 
responded that the group would like to 
establish a town awareness of the problems in 
the schools. 

Bob Sutherland, a high school student, 
concurred. "The problem is not only at the 
high school, but also at the elementary 
schools, the junior highs, and around neigh¬ 
borhoods. The ability to vandalize has spread 
to the community. The problem is too big for 
the high school administration. It hits 
elementary school and junior high minds 
before it ever reaches the high school." 

Ms. Williams said. "The greatest benefit 
of CONCERN is its ability to encourage 
communication between various groups. Wo 
will have repre.sentatives from the police 
department, the board of selectmen, the 
Ecumenical Associations, the board of health, 
the Community Schools Association, the 
conservation commission, and other in- 
lerested groups. That’s the only way we can 
disperse information and be be effective in 
Ihe community.”

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Enrollment report urges 
no schools be closed now

Open enrollment is seen as part 
of the answer to Winchester’s 
declining school population, a 
dilemma that had the town in an 
uproar last fall when Uie neigh¬ 
borhood concept of schools was 
seriously threatened by a recom¬ 
mendation to close some elementary 
schools. 

The new committee, formed in 
December, "recommends that no 
schools be closed and-or con¬ 
solidated at this time." 

Tliis is one of the highlights of the 
report made to the Winchester 
School Committee Monday night by 
the Winchester School Enrollment 
Study Committee, which has had 
broad-based citizen participation 
since Its inception December 8. The 
committee’s formation came about 
directly from pressure brought by 


parents displeased with the first 
report submitted to the school 
committee by Superintendent 
William C. MacDonald. The 
superintendent himself asked and 
received the help of the citizen 
members on the committee. They 
Include Catherine Alexander, Ann 
McGovern, Joan M. Pelletier, Mary 
Perra, Barbara Sie^rledt, Judltii 
Vlrnclli, Barbara Yumane, and 
Sandra Rodgers, coordinator. 

In addition to open enrollments,

’’ Although the vast mdjority of 
parents may continue to want their 
children enrolled in the school 
closest to their homes, open 
enrollment offers flexibility and 
perhaps a possible deterrent to- 
major redlstrlcting in the future."

Fire department permits 
for outdoor burning in town 


The Winchester Fire Department will he 
granting permits for open burning from 
March 15, to April 15. They will allow burning 
of brush, vegetation such as tree branches, 
cane and other forestry debris, hut excluding 
grass, hay or leaves. 

All persons must obtain a permit as 
provided in Section 13 of Chapter 4H of Ihe 
General Laws. These permits will be issued at 
Fire Headquarters, 32 Mount Vernon si. 


The hours of open burning will be from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. All permits granted will be in 
force for the one day only. 

Such open burning shall be performed in 
accordance with Ihe following requirements: 

1. Without causing a nuisance. 

2. On land proximate to the place of 
generation of such products, or at such other 
place as may be designated in Ihe permit. 

3. Permits will not be granted on a day of 
high wind conditions.

There arc a series of issues that arc so 
inter related that they are all apart of one 
major issue: the immediate and long-term 
need for the revival of Winchester’s business 
center, a reivew and adjustment of the 
existing zoning to make it a workable 
document, a recognition and conservation of 
Ihe town’s existing assets, the need for new 
facilities that will require site location; all of 
which arc the component parts for a town 
master plan. This plan should attempt to 
answer Ihe question “in what direction the 
town wants to go and what docs the town want 
to be?" - rather than a negative approach 
that simply says what we do not want to be, 
which is a reactive position. 

In order,to address the issue of resident 
population, a tremendous amount of research 
and evaluation must be made, a few items of 
which are: Inventory of existing land use and 
density including residential and commercial 
districts In relation to open space; a review of 
the policy on taxes with all appropriate town 
committees to identify needed revenue to 
perform services and a review of town ser¬ 
vices and costs. Value judgements must be 
made in regard to physical density relative to 
open space (image) and practical limits of 
taxes that will pay for services. Out of this 
will come three aspects of identifying 
population ceilings, nuntber of households, 
reidential housing types, and their relative 
efficiency in paying for .services relative to 
their lax. The evaluation of these facts and 
town consensus on them is the way this issue 
should be acomplished.

A time for harpin’ 

At the risk of being accused of harping on the subject (harping may be 
appropriate for St. Patrick’s Day, anyway, for this writer), we should like to 
be makln’ mention again, if ye don't mind, of the Spirit of Winchester. 

We think we have found indications of it here and there and now and 
again. Saints be praised, and we thought it had been lost for all and good 
forever. 

But no. There’s a letter from a reader this week, mentioning that she has 
moved to Woburn and found it there. 

But pay no mind, for the Spirit of Winchester is here and ’tls in our midst 
in a most important way. Ah, yes. Indeed 'tls. 

You will find the Spirit of Winchester manifest this week in the story on 
page one about the report to the school committee of the Winchester School 
Enrollment Study Committee. 

They have wielded a shillelagh in a most gentle and impressive manner, 
truly they have. 

What they have recommended is not necessarily a mandate for the 
school authorities to adopt, no sir ‘tisn’t. 

But what they have said makes some good sense, and offers alternatives 
that perhaps the community can live with. 

They would not do away with your beloved neighborhood schools (for 
many a member of the committee was spurred to action by that very 
threat); on that they are quite definite. Specifically, it was this threat that 
got their Irish up (please forgive, but the occasion demands; you un¬ 
derstand), and specifically, they respond; "This committee recommends 
that no schools be closed and-or consolidated at this time. ’ ’ 

And in that light they say that "alternatives should be carefully con¬ 
sidered to choose those that offer the town maximum benefit both now and 
in the future, those that will not detract — but perhaps Improve — the 
quality of education in Winchester and which also beneficially affect the 
greatest number of townspeople." 

They warn that extra space ought to be utilized to allow flexibility to keep 
school buildings just that, and hence available for use In the event declining 
enrollment proves to be a temporary phenomenon. They feel that extra 
space can be used to benefit the entire town, not only those immediately 
Involved with the schools. 

The committee’s report states that "Winchester has had a history of 
responding to an immediate educational crisis with a short-term solution. 
The citizens of the town deserve, and this committee would support and 
encourage, long-range planning on the part of the administration and school 
committee." 

They say: "Each of our elementary schools is currently serving our 
children very well In a manner unique to each school.” 

Thus far, their report offers a plan to save tjie schools within that con¬ 
text, but they are not so locked In that they can't see that It may not be 
operative. 

"Cooperation of all members of the community should be sought In 
developing long range plans for our school system. The needs (both Interim 
and permanent) of other town offices and boards should be considered as 
should those of various community organizations and agencies. Every ef¬ 
fort should be maintained to keep up to date on these needs.” 

We agree. Their phase of the study Is complete for all Intents and pur¬ 
poses, but the consideration of It by the school committee has just begun. 
There are still many questions to be asked and to be answered. 

The committee says in Its report: "Our commltee views declining school 
enrollment as a time of opportunity both for the school system and the town 
Itself. This opportunity should not be squandered.” 

Again, we agree, and in so doing also offer congratulations to Superin¬ 
tendent MacDonald and his staff, and the members of the committee who 
worked so long and hard with him In good conscience with the highest 
purpose in preparing their recommendations for continuing a good school 
system that merits the attention of all citizens In a community that cares. 

May the Spirit of Winchester live on — not In neighboring towns, curried 
there by expatriates but within our own borders. 

The Winchester Enrollment Study Committee has demonstrated that 
spirit admirably and well. 

For the record, they are Catherine Alexander, Ann McGovern, Joan M. 
Pelletier, Mary Perra, Barbara Slegfrledt, Judith Virnelll, Barbara 
Yamane, and Sandra liodgers.

On the wall in the office of the Winchester 
Council on Aging is the slogan, "Old Age is not 
for Sissies.” This has been proven time and 
lime again when volunteers liave braved all 
kinds of inclement weather to lake tlieir 
places at the Senior Service Desk. 

The Senior Service Line is manned by ten 
volunteers who are regularly scheduled, 
assisted by five persons on the substitute list. 
Tliey work three tiours a day, five days a 
week bringing Ihe total number of working 
liours (0 more Ilian 750 during Hie year. 

Reliability and eommitnient are two of the 
(uilstanding sirciiglhs of these volunteers who 
give so lavishly of their marginal time in 
service lo Ihe eommuiiily. Workshop sessions 
provided by Mrs. John Stoockle, cliniriiiaii of 
Hie inforiiiation and referral commitltec and 
program administrator, Gretctien Bntra, help 
lo prepare volunteers for the responsibilities 
that tliey have to assume, 

V'oluntary work serves a nuiiihcr of pur¬ 
poses It makes available an abundance of 
lalenis and skills to supplement the limited 
number of staff memlH'rs in the office. It 
restores to older people some of the value and 
satisfactions of a former job. When people 
exercise the right and responsibility lo 
hcconic involved, not only for the sake of 
society, but for individual satisfaction, they 
do not have lo sliul off energy and creative 
thinking because they continue lo do things 
ttinl are worthwhile. 

The work of the Senior Service Line 
volunteers .supports Ihe philosophy of Dr. 
Albert Schweitzer who said, "Dpen your eyes 
and look for some work for the sake of men 
which needs a little time, a little friendship, a 
litlle sympathy, a little toil.” 

What are Hie rewards of voluniecring 
service? Chiefly, they will lie Hie intangibles, 

the consciousness of a joli well done, the 
good feeling Hial comes when one realizes 
tlint he is not "all used up”, no matter what 
liis ehronological age may be and Hie 
exhilaration of realizing that age brings wiHi 
it knowledge and the experience to use it. 
These are the essential ingredients in the 
recipe for happiness in any job. Volunteers 
find an interest in life, partieularly in helping 
other human iMiings lo solve their problems. 

Everyone would like to hang on to Hie 
values that work brings to most of us. — in- 
deiiendence, recognition, fellowship, status al 
lioiiie and in Hie eoniiiiunily.

I feel that we are meeting 
iiiimediale needs that have lieeii overlooked 
for loo long in Hie community.

In the summer of 1972, a Senior Service 
I,ine was established and housed temporarily 
in the Unitarian Church which provided the 
gift of space. Everyone wondered if anyone 
would use the line, but with regular publicity 
provided l)y courtesy of The Winchester Star, 
Hie calls began lo come, even though the 
lieginning was slow. Thence, a move was 
made to Ihe American Red Cross Chapter 
House with privileges lo remain there until a 
more permanent place was ready in the 
I.ineoln Elementary School. From 143 calls 
during the infancy of Ihe Senior Service Line, 
Ihe statistics of incoming calls reveal that the 
growth lias been rapid. In 1975 there were 3099 
calls and over 1500 visitors to the office of the 
Councii on Aging 

If you project lo three years from now, the 
number could well be over 10,000 calls or 
more which is symbolic of continued and 
rapid growth as we endeavor to meet the 
needs of more people in the community. The 
mosl important thing about the telephone line 
is thal it says lo Ihe older citizen, "You have a 
right to participate and we care." To feel thal 
there is someone to help engenders security. 

The proposed multipurpose senior center 
is a most dramatic projection of growth. To 
expand our program there is an urgency for 
an office that has an easy egress, "rhe space 
request is legitimate as we anticipate the 
growlh patterns of the future. 

I-ook toward your own R-Day (Retirement 
Day) and retire lo action through volun¬ 
teering your talents and abilities in the best 
interests of the seniors of Winchester. It will 
stimulate you to keep a perpetual fire of 
enthusiasm burning under your own desire to 
perpetuate your learning opportunities. Be 
eonuiiilted lo the community service of 
seniors lielping seniors, both in the proposed 
liuilding program and on the Senior Service 
I,ine. You don’t have to wait for the day when 
you'll have nothing but leisure to have 
something lo do. Help someone else along the 
road you've traveled; the time to begin is 
now

crowding at McCall relieved. By 
continualiy assessing any future 
elementary district changes, the 
junior high districts will continue to 
remain equitable.” 

They feel that the portable 
classrooms at the junior high 
schools are no longer necessary and 
urge they be phased out. 

Sanborn House 

The committee urges the 
property in front of Sanborn House is 
sold, possibly to private Interests for 
(ievelopment as tax-producing 
property. Ten house lots are a 
potential there, may sell for as much 
as $10,000 a lot and result in .$50,000 
per-lot evaluations when built upon. 

The committee sees the need for 
a long-range outlook for any plans 
that the school committee might 
adopt.

They suggest the possibility of a 
middle school program as an 
alternate. 

But, “to embrace either. . . of 
the plans totally would be foolhardy 
at this time. Even in 1980, when the 
path to choice will be considerably 
clearer, there will be many factors 
Involved in decision-making. ' 

■ Would either plan continue 
Winchester’s commitment to the 
neighborhood school concept? 
Would the value of potential 
economic savings outweigh the 
stress of redistricting and greatly 
increased busing? What would be 
the educational impact of the loss of 
smaller, more easily individualized 
school building communities? Will 
the community accept or reject the 
concept that 'bigger is better’? 

“Cooperation of all members of 
the community should he sought in 
developing long range plans for our 
school system. The needs (both 
interim and permanent) of other 
town offices and boards should be 
considered as should those of 
various community organizations 
and agencies. Every effort should be 
maintained to keep up to date on 
these needs. 

“Members of the realtors’ group 
of the Winchester Business 
Association, at this committee’s 
request, have agreed to .supply the 


school department with information 
concerning the flow of children into 
and out of Winchester as reflected in 
their sales of homes in the future. 
They are currently working out the 
mechanics of collecting and for¬ 
warding this information.” 

Rising personal 
services costs 
crucial concern 

Tlie liifk of long range goals for the 
Winches(er .School .System and the escalating 
cost of personal services are the crucial 
problems facing the town in its effort to deal 
with declining enrollment, according to 
citizen members of the enrollment study 
commiltec, 

The group presented its report to th(! 
Winchester .School Committee and fielded 
(|U(>slions from both the committee and a 
capacily crowd at .Sanborn House Monday. 

The school board also reconsidered 
counselor (Jeorge Trickett’s tenure in 
executive session, and once back in public 
session (hey voted 4-2 to grant tenure. 

.Summing up the report for the enrollment 
study comtnittee, member Ann McGovern 
commented: “The first thing we (the study 
gr<iupl all said to each other is that we 
shouldn’t try to do anything without a long 
range plan, until we know where we are 
going." 

Though enrollment is on the decline for the 
present, Ms. McGovern pointed to a report 
from the U..S. Department of Health, 
Kducalion and Welfare that indicates 


potential for rises in the birth rate as early as 
the 1980s. .She commented that there were "a 
lot of unpredictables.’’ 

“Who would have figured ten years ago 
that there’d be all this extra space ’in the 
Winchester schools?” she added. 

Speaking for the entire study group, Ms. 
McGovern told the school committee, 
“Whatever you decide to do, don’t make any 
decisions that can’t be reversed.” 

Referring to the continuing, negotiated 
increases in personal services contracts, 
study group member Joan Pelletier said. 
"Parents arc getting tired of seeing more and 
more of their money going to salaries when 
services are actually on the decline in the 
schools,” 

"When you’re talking about buildings, 
you’re talking about peanuts,” added Ms. 
Pelletier, indicating that the cost of main¬ 
taining underutilized buildings was a minor 
issue compared to the personal services 
costs, which make up about 83 percent of the 
total school budget. 

School board member Robert h'rank 
pointed out that within a few years there may 
be as many as 800 empty seats in the Win¬ 
chester schools. He then posed the question, is 
it more economical, in the long run, to 
eliminate a school now and start over in 15 to 
20 years, having saved up to $80-90,000 per 
year in costs, than to keep underutilized 
schools operating at inefficient levels? 

The emphatic response to this from the 
study group was that the time was not right at 
all for a school closing and that the point 
where it would be more economical to do so 
had not yet been reached. The committee did 
not rule out the possiblility of future school 
closings. 

The school committee does not expect to 
act upon the issue until more specific 
recommendations can be developed.

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High school update 


The Hearning^ process 


By Peter Haley 


The time of year has arrived again when 
college acceptance notices are being mailed 
out to high school seniors. For some these 
notices bring a joyful ecstasy unequaled in 
their academic careers, for others they bear 
fatal messages which precede weeks of 
unending depression. 

These notices are the result of endless 
application forms and grueling interviews 
with college administrators, but this is a 
necessary process, especially in Winchester, 
a town which sends most of its students to 
college and then interperts this fact as a sign 
of its school systems success. 

It is true that in today’s competition for a 
decreasing number of job opportunities, a 
college education is a necessary experience, 
but the number of students going to college 
should not be used as a barometer of the high 
school's success. In fact the process of ap¬ 
plying to college severely limits the amount of 
education that takes place in the student’s 
senior year. 

An application to a college requires that 
the student spend a great deal of time and 
effort, not to mention a $20 application fee. 
This however is not what detracts from the 
student’s education. The problem arises after 
a student has fulfilled the requirements 
requested by the college, at this point the 
student feels that the purpose of going to high 
school has been achieved and that he or she no 
longer needs to take an active interest in 
school. 

The student has been conditioned to regard

school as a stepping stone to the next level of 
education and the idea of going to school to 
learn has been completely lost in the process. 
This may be part of the reason why so many 
college students continue on to graduate 
school. 

For many students the only knowledge 
they acquire in school is the knowledge of 
survival as it pertains to school, the student 
learns how to receive a passing report card, 
now to receive average scores on college 
boards, and how to assimilate into the student 
body without disrupting the orderly flow of 
college-bound students. This knowledge is not 
altogether useless but it should not be equated 
with real learning. 

Unfortunately college acceptance 
decisions do not include the second half of a 
student’s senior year, which leads to a serious 
lack of interest in any academic activity in 
Ihe second half of the year. This lack of in¬ 
terest also coincides with the arrival of spring 
which usually leads most of the senior class to 
the l)cach during the last few weeks of their 
senior year. These trips to the beach are 
usually sanctioned by parents who then cry 
about a lack of discipline. 

.\ few students have the guts to stick out 
the second half of their senior year in order to 
achieve some serious learning, most 
students, however, follow right along with the 
system, a system which deems it normal for 
students to disregard learning unless it will 
help to achieve some form of recognition like 
entrance to an Ivy I^eaguc college or a good 
report card. 

It is unfortunate that after 12 years of 
education the amount that a student has 
learned is judged by what college he or she 
attends or by letters on a report card.

Tseckares is a 
member of the Urban Land Institute, Boston 
•Society of Architects, American Institute of 
Architects and The Society for the Preser¬ 
vation of New England Antiquities. He is a 
founding partner of an Architectural and 
Planning firm in Boston. 

A ten-year resident of Winchester, he lives 
at 263 Highland ave. with his wife, Lorna, and 
two children. He has been active in Win¬ 
chester schools, has been selected by the 
selectmen to serve on the Town Growth 
Policy Committee and was an original 
member of the Save the Park Committee. He 
also is serving on the Mayor’s Bridge Com¬ 
mittee to review the impact of the pedestrian 
bridge connecting Boston City Hall and the 
Quincy Markets.

“One frustration the board has had to live 
with is the fact that they have no planning 
stuff to assist in visual presentation (charts, 
drawings, overlays, diagrams) to explain 
very abstract planning concepts. Part of my 
experience is directing this type of 
documentation and 1 would be able to provide 
this skill. This is a very time consuming and

therefore, 1 would organize a volunteer group 
of local architects, planners, landscape ar¬ 
chitects, and designers, with whom I have 
already communicated, that the board could 
call upon from time to time to assist in this 
kind of documentation.

IRS income credit 

If you earned loss than SBOOtl 
last year you may he eligible 
for a special payment of up to 
won from the Internal Revenue 
Service, 

To be eligible for Famed 
Income Credit, you must: 

— Have received under $B()00 
in total income from all 
sources, which includes wages, 
salary, lips or other employee 
compensation. 

— Have paid more than half 
the cost of maintaining a home 
lor yourself and at least one 
dependent child for the entire 
year. A dependent child must 
he under 19 years of age or a 
full-time student. 

Qualified individuals who 
earned $-I0l)() or less will 
receive a ;r(‘dil of ten per cent 
of their earned income, up to a 
maximum of .$-l()0. Those 
earning more than S-lOOt) hut 
less than $B()00 will receive a 
i-educed credit. 

Individuals eligible for this 
credit payment must file a tax 
return in order to receive it. 

The requirement to file the 
lax return includes those in¬ 
dividuals who wouldn't or¬ 
dinarily be required to file a 
return because their earnings 
are so low. 

In order to he sure that in¬ 
dividuals eligible for Earned 
Income Credit receive it, the 
IR.S is checking all tax returns. 
If it appeal's an individual may 
he eligible for Earned Income 
Credit, hut did not claim it, that 
per.son will be sent a notice 
which they can return for 
credit.

School enrollment 


More than 150 citizens showed up at 
Monday night’s school committee meeting to 
reaffirm opposition to any proposed school 
closing. Speakers from the audience stressed 
that the prime concern of the townspeople 
should be the quality of education rather than 
trimming the budget. 

The committee met, with the enrollment 
study group in attendance, to present the 
Enrollment Study Report to the public and 
take questions on the subject. (The first part 
of that report appears in this issue of The 
Star.) 

School Superintendent William 
MacDonald summarized the recom¬ 
mendations of the enrollment committee and 
added that he would bring his personal 
recommendations to the school committee at 
their next meeting, March 29. As a member of 
the study group, MacDonald helped prepare 
theenrollemntment study report. 

Committeewoman Mary Pronski 
suggested that MacDonald come up with an 
alternate plan to close a school, explaining 
that closing would not have much more of a 
redistricting effect than the other recom¬ 
mendations 

To this MacDonald replied that he would 
present the “best thinking out of all the ideas 
that have been presented" and offer the 
school committee one plan. "The committee 
will have to look at it and the other studies

The selectmen turned down an application 
from Stephanos Mitsakis of Arlington to 
operate a seafood restaurant at 7 Thompson 
st. 

In a public hearing Monday, the board 
cited potential loitering and parking on an 
already congested street in the center as the 
reason for denying the request for a sit down- 
take out fried seafood restaurant.

Mitsakis said he wanted to be down¬ 
town. John Sullivan reminded Mitsakis that

The Enroilment Study Report on the 
Winchester Public .Schools is being presented 
in two parts, the first of which includes the 
general views of the study committee and 
consideration of three options for dealing with 
declining enrollments in the schools. The 
second pari next week will outline recom¬ 
mendations to the school committee. 

Complete copies of the report are 
available for examination at the public 
library, the school department, and in the 
principal's office at each of the schools. There 
is also a resource packet at Sanborn House. 

Omitted from the text issued in The Star 
are: 1) A school-by-school rundown of the 
criteria used in evaluating the Impact of 
school closings; 2) a breakdown of the 
operating costs and square footage for 
Sanborn House and the division of in¬ 
struction; and 3) the appendices. 

There have been two other structural 
omissions. 

SECTION I. INTRODUCTION 

On December 8, 1975 this committee was 
established to assist the superintendent in 
examining "alternative means of responding 
to declining (school) enrollments”. 

In the fall of 1975 the superintendent made 
a proposal to the school committee that 
Noonan and Wyman Schools be closed and 
that those students be transferred, witfi 
students from Lincoln, to an elementary 
school to be established at the Lynch Junior 


requests fora take out operation in the center, 
denials based on traffic congestion and 
problems in that area. Arthur Dunbar 
suggested the best place for the business 
would be an outlying area of town where 
traffic and parking problems which are 
inherent in a fast food operation would have 
minimal impact on the center.

Will our buildings be needed if there 
are to be increases in enrollments in the 
future? Should other means of reducing the 
school budget be explored in the light of 
declining enrollments?

Storm No. 22 
leaves a foot 

storm number 22 left Winchester under a 
fool of snow last week, but the warn) tem¬ 
peratures following the storm kept cleanup 
efforts to a minimum. A few days later, after 
a spell of spring’s first balmy temperatures, 
there wasn't a trace of snow around. 

According to the highway department, the 
storm started last Tuesday at 9 a.m. It did not 
get heavy until the afternoon when the town 
hired four front-endloaders, two with blades 
and two without. No other equipment was 
needed at that time because of the warm 
temperatures. 

One Sander was sent out at 2 to cover the 
slippery areas around schools. By 4, however, 
all available trucks and personnel from all 
town departments were on the road plowing. 
Involved were the highway, park, cemetery, 
and water and sewer departments. They 
plowed through the night. At midnight it was 
still snowing and the temperature had 
dropped from the 34 degrees of the afternoon 
to 22 degrees. 

Plowing stopped and sanding began at 5 in 
the morning in anticipation of the Wednesday 
rush hour. At 8 the plowing started again and 
continued until 4 when the storm ended. 

Total salt and sand use was 08 tons of salt 
on both Tuesday and Wednesday, and 71 tons 
of sand on each day. The town’s supplies were 
not depleted, but another 100 tons of salt were 
ordered. 

Friday another storm left an inch of snow, 
but temperatures and short duration of 
snowfall kept this storm a minor one. 

Had this much snow fallen in December, 
Ihe supplies and budget would very likely 
have been exhausted. 


Selectmen deny request 
for seafood restaurant

Town groups seek to save 
historic K of C building 


The Wincliester Historical Commission 
convinced selectmen to help set up meetings 
with Ihe Knights of Columlnis and the Senioivs' 
Association to determine if tlie Knights of 
Columbus Hall, built in the 1880s, can be 
saved fron) demolition. 

Allen Hill, speaking on behalf of Ihe town 
agency delivei'cd the following statment to 
the selectmen: 

The Winchester Historical Commission is 
very concerned about the impending loss of 
the Knights of Colunibus building, which has 
been part of Ihe Winchester scene for nearly a 
hundred years, Allhougl) Ihe building's future 
appears dim, we feel that it may still be 
feasible to preserve it, and have come before 
you to summarize what we have done, to 
propo,se ,some possible allernalivcs to its loss, 
and to ask your assistance. 

The Knights of Columbus Hall was built in 
Ihe IBBOs to house Ihe Parish of the Epiphany. 
When they moved to Chui-cb street, the FirsI 
Church of Christ, Scientist, took possession 
and worshipped there until they, ton, 
relocated to Church street. Then the building 
became the home of the Winchester Knights 
of Columbus, who now propose to demolish it 
to make way for a new hall. 

The Commission initially decided to work 
informal and inconspicuously, since we were 
concerned that by calling public attention to 
the Knights' plans we might risk advancing 
Ihe demolition timetable, as has happened 
elsewhere, and so hasten the demise of the 
very building we were trying to save. 
A' cordingly, we approached the Knights 
quietly to try to determine their plans and 
motivations, without notable success. 

At Ihe same time, we felt that for any 
attempt to save Ihe building to succeed, there 
would have to be a new use for Ihe hall. Little 
good would be served if the building were 
saved from demolition, only to rot away 
because there was no use for it and no one to 
assume responsibility for its care. After 
discussing alternatives, we felt that Ihe most 
promising new use for the building would he 
to house programs and facilities of tl)e town's 
senior citizen organizations. Informal con¬ 
versations with reprc.scnlatives of these 
groups were inconclusive, although they did 
show that the Knights and the seniors had 
discussed exactly this possibility some lime 
ago 

Early this month the Chairman of Ihe 
Commission wrote to the Grand Knight of the 
Winchester Knights of Colun)hus and to Ridph 
Hatch of the Winchester .Seniors Association, 


staling our concern and requesting op¬ 
portunities to discuss the n)ntler further. Mr. 
Hutch replied by telephone, saying in essence 
that ll)ere was little to discuss. So far as I 
know, the Grand Knight did not reply. 

The Winchester Historical Co(nniission 
has also licen trying to find means of saving 
this old church. Most recently, they contacted 
Ihe Massachusetts Historical Commission, 
whose dii'cclor, Elizabeth Amadou, wi'ote to 
you in defense of the building. 

The erux of the problem of how to save the 
old Church of Ihe Epiphany-Chrislian Science 
Church is Hie question of a suilulile use for it. 
This is emplialically not a matter of finding 
someone willing to settle, for second-class 
space; one of the most elegant and sought- 
after office buildings in Boston is Ihe Old City 
Hall, which is recycled space from lop to 
bottom, and absolutely first-class in every 
way. We have perused the architect’s 
proposal for a now seniors' center. It appears 
to us that the Knights of Columbus Hall, 
which is almost the identical size of the 
proposed new building, would accomodate 
this use very well. Thei'e is another ad¬ 
vantage, as well: the old building exists now, 
and is immediately usalile. It can be 
rehabilitated in successive stages if a slow 
fund drive should make this desirable. We 
liolieve this to be a great advantage over the 
“all or nothing” of a new building in a similar 
situation. 

Other groups, or coalitions of groups, 
would also appear to he potential users of the 
building, although more lime would be 
required to convoke them. One coalition, for 
instance, which seems to have real 
possibilities would he (in alphabetical order) 
Ihe Art Associaition, the Historical Society 
and Ihe Women's Club. 

AssunHng for the moment that a new use 
exists for Ihe building, there appear to be two 
or three ways of physically preserving it. 
FirsI, Ihe most desirable and least expensive 
option would be to leave Ihe building exactly 
where it is, and swap for it a comparable 
piece of land. There seems to be a reasonable 
selection of sites in Ihe immediate area, at 
leasi one of which ought to be suitable for the 
Kniglils. 

Moving the building to a new foundation 
would he less desirable, due to Ihe added costs 
of moving and constructing new foundations. 
Again, there is at least one good site possible 
on Ihe block bounded by the water, Mt. 
Vernon street, and .Skillings road. 

A third coui'se of action is valuable 


primarily as a l)olding action to buy time. It is 
to move Ihe building to a temporary storage 
place until an ultimate site and use can be 
developed. 

Any alternative involving n)oving Ihe 
building wiil be expensive. Taking figures 
from a 1973 public-money building-moving 
contract I was involved with, and making 
allowances for Ihe somewhal-larger size of 
the old Chui'ch of Ihe Epiphany, I would guess 
that the cost of (uoving the main building 
only, leaving all additions behind, would run 
between ten and 20 thousand dollai-s. To that 
amount we must add an equal sum for new 
foundations, for a total of 20 to 40 thousand 
dollars. II seems perfectly feasible to 
rehabilitate the Knights Hall into first-rate 
new space at a price competitive with new 
construction, hut having to add such a sur¬ 
charge onto the rehabilitation costs would 
make trouble. For this reason we strongly 
favor preservation in place if at all possible. 

To summarize, then; We are anxious to 
preserve the Knights of Columbus Hall as a 
living part of Winchester's historic heritage. 
We acknowledge the difficulty of such an 
undertaking, and that its success is not at all 
sure. We do, however, believe that it is worth 
a serious effort l)y all of us to bring it to pass. 
We ask your help in the following specific 
matters: 

1. Help us to meet and talk with the present 
owners of the building to determine what, in 
fact, their plans are, to find the common 
ground by which the building might be saved, 
and to try to buy some time to work out a 
compromise. 

2. Help us to meet and talk with 
representatives of the Seniors’ Association to 
find out their feelings on the matter, what it 
w-as that caused them initially to reject the 
idea of recycling the old church, and to try to 
find a basis for further discussion, and for 
exploring the possibility of their reviewing 
that decision. 

3. Consider among yourselves as the 
town’s elected representatives what is the 
town’s legitimate interest in the development 
of a senior center for which Ihe town is 
ultimately to be responsible, whether it uses 
new or recycled space. 

We are anxious to preserve Winchester's 
historic heritage. Our historic assets date 
from later periods than the Revolutionary 
relics of some of our neighbors; for all of that, 
they are every bit as important to Winchester 
as Ihe Bailie Green is lo Lexington, and every 
loss affects us all.

In her pre.sentation of one portion of the 
enrollment study, jaocUovern of the study 
committw* emphasized the need for long 
range planning and consideration of such 
questions as: does the town want a four-year 
high schooi’? should there then be a middle 
sch(X)l of grades .6-8, or a consolidated 7-8 
grade junior high school’.' 

Defending the school committee against 
criticisms of short-sightedness. Chairman 
Richard Pharo pointed out that demographic 
reports ten years ago claimed population 
increases would be continuing, whereas they 
now have turned around. ‘‘Can we say there 
won’t be another such shift? "said Pharo. 

It is also possible that the town will grow 
through a shift from single to multiple-family 
dwellings, a situation which may be forced on 
homeowners becau.se of rising costs, ac¬ 
cording to Pharo. 

Robert Bairnsfather, 1 Copley st., spoke 
from the audience and, addressing the 
demand for iong-range planning, asked if long 
range predictions are so inaccurate, “how 
could you try to make any long term plans?” 
he added, "(lersonnel has got to be where cuts 
are to be made.” 

Study committee member Joan Pelletier 
affirmed the report’s request that noschiMils 


be closed: "This (closing a school) is not just 
redistricting; it’s the end of a school, the end 
of a small community.” She added that some 
schiKjIs had seen several generations of the 
same family pass through them, and con¬ 
cluded, "These things matter in a town like 
Winchester.” 

”It's not a black and white question,” said 
school board member Robert Frank. “We’ve 
only had nine elementary schools since 1970; 
furthermore, if we clos^ one it would still 
leave us with more capacity than we a had in 
1970.” 

Frank .said that it “doesn’t make sense 
economically” to “wait until 1980 to do 
something” about declining enrollment. By 
then, according to Frank, there may be as 
many as five schools with under 200 students 
enrolled at them. (The enrollment report 
suggests that having less than 200students in 
a sch(K)l makes the .school inefficient to 
operate.) 

Estimating that closing a school would 
result in up to $I(X)-120,(K)0 annual savings in 
personnel and maintenance costs and gains 
from .saie of the Property, Frank said the 
town would have enough money in 15 or 20 
years to build a new school if the need arose. 

Another member of the enrollment 
committee, Cathy Alexander, pointed out that 
Wnehester's Is had been overcrowded for 
some time, and now that the crowding has 
bei‘n relieved. ”we should worry about im¬ 
proving the educational quality in Winchester 
schools, not necessarily saving $50,(X)0 a 
year.” 

The school committee will meet again 
March 29 to hear Superintendent 
MacDonald’s proposals and further consider 
pubiic response to the report.

the next several years. Declining enrollments 
have produced some excess of space in our 
schools and it has become increasingly 
inefficient and uneconomical to operate some 
of the smaller buildings. In the school year 
1976-77, enrollments will have dropped 
enough to warrant the loss of eight additional 
elementary teachers. Kindergartens have 
become so small that there will be a single 
session at some .seh(x)ls and some teachers at 
this levei will Ix' assigned to two schools. At 
the .secondary level at Lynch programs have 
idready been somewhat curtailed. 

The time for action is now — but action 
must be taken cautiously and with a clear eye 
on what changes in this trend may occur in 
the future. We cannot lose sight that the 
paramount consideration should be the im¬ 
pact of any changes upon the education of the 


children of Winchester. 

SECTION II CO.M.MITTEEAPPRO.ACII AND 
OENERAI. VIEW 

This committee has had the benefit of 
public respoases in attempting to determine 
what proposals could be made as acceptable 
answers to the problem of declining 
enrollments. Many alternatives were 
carefully examined and the committee now 
offers the ones that, in its view, the schex)! 
committee should most seriously consider. 

(The report then summarizes three 
alternatives: savings in personal services; 
utilization of extra space in school buildings; 
and closing and-or consolidation of schools.) 

Our committee views declining school 
enrollment as a time of opportunity both for 
the school system and the town itself. This 
opportunity should not be squandered. 

Winchester's schools have been over¬ 
crowded for the past decade. Declining 
enrollments offer many opportunities to 
decrease ciass size, advance curriculum 
enrichment programs, give students more 
individualized instruction, and to deal more 
constructively with gifted children and those 
with special needs. .Services and options can 
now Ix! offered that could not have taken 
place when our schools were filled to the 
brim. Space is currently being used to better 
serve our students with art and music rooms, 
liijraries and resource rooms and rooms for 
spceialists. 

Each of our elementary schools is 
currently serving our children very well in a 
manner unique to each school. For this reason 
every attempt to make savings in areas that 
will not necessitate .sch(x)l closings should be 
made. This committee recommends that no 
schools he closed and-or consolidated at this 
time. 

Alternatives should be carefully con¬ 
sidered to ch(X)se those that offer the town 
maximum benefit both now and in the future, 
those that will not detract — but perhaps 
improve — the quality of education in Win¬ 
chester and which also beneficially affect the 
greatest number of townspeople. Budgetary 
savings can be the obvious benefit of 
declining enrollment, but this committee 
hopes it will not lx? the only one. 

A creative approach to savings in personal 
services offers maximum flexibility because 
it is easy to reverse if conditions change or the 
effect of the reductioas prove harmful; and 
its erlucational impact is neutral. 

Utilization of extra space offers the school 
department great lity since it insures that 
school buildings will remain just that, 
available for use in the event declining 
enrollment proves to be a temporary 
phenomenon. Again educational impact is at 
worst neutral — but perhaps it can be 
beneficial, depending upon the ase to which 
the extra space is put. It offers the town the 
chance to ase the declining school enrollment 


to benefit the entire town, not only those 
immediately involved with the schools’. 

Either of the above alternatives has as a 
major advantage the opportunity to 
demonstrate fiscal responsibility while af¬ 
fording the school committee the opportunity 
to examine population trends. Time will make 
obvious what is unclear now and it is im- 
portant that no irreversible short-term 
decision be made that will detrimentally 
affect the development of a long-range plan.' 

Winchester has had a history of respon¬ 
ding to an immediate educational crisis with 
a short-term solution. The citizens of the town 
deserve, and this committee would support 
and encourage, long-range planning on the 
part of the administration and school com¬ 
mittee. 

SECTION III. ALTERNATIVES 

OPTION I. SAVINGS IN PERSON \I 

SERVICES 

1. RATIONALE 

The greatest and most consistent criticism 
leveled at school committee budgets in recent 
years has been the size of the personal ser¬ 
vices budget. Therefore, reducing the per¬ 
sonal services budget deserves serious 
consideration. 

In light of the ad hoc 5 percent budget 
decrease as well as school committee 
decisions in terms of its overall budget 
responsibilities and future reorganization 
report, these considerations are now being 
addressed by the school committee. 

Any reductions in this area must be in¬ 
tegrated with the overall budgetary concerns 
and educational goals of the school committee 
and the school superintendent. Reductions 
should also have minimal educational im¬ 
pact. Although this area was not our 
responsibility, the committee felt strongly 
about it and offers suggestions for con¬ 
sideration. 

2. SUGGESTIONS 

Reductions can be accomplished through 
imaginative approaches. 

a) One principal serving two elementary 
schools; 

b) Delegation of more administrative- 
coordination-specialists responsibilities to 
principals, i.e. personnel, libraries, adult 
education, etc.; 

c) Review of curriculum councils, 
directors, coordinators. 

The schooi committee recently voted a 
reorganizational study. Our committee 
supports the necessity to redefine job 
descriptions; to plan NOW to combine ad¬ 
ministrative offices through attrition and 
retirement; and to reorganize administrative 
functions. 

Achieving a reduction in the personal 
services budget is a salutary goal and one 
that deserves further thought both by the 
school committee and by the school depar¬ 
tment.

A ouildins of unquestioned historical value which has been an Important 
part of the Winchester scene for nearly a century, Is faced with extinction 
unless something Is done to save it. 

The building owned by the Winchester Council of the Knights of 
Columbus is to be consigned to oblivion to make way for construction of 
new, modern headquarters on the site opposite Town Hall. 

We cannot argue with the Knights that they are taking an unwise step, 
for they have a right to feel that they must either continue to grow or 
itropliy and fall off the vine. 

However, we feel it is imperative that an alternative be found to save the 
building and ai e lieartened and reassured that such action Is being taken. 

The Winchester Historical Commission met with the Winchester Board 
of .Selectmen Monday night. The selectmen agreed that the effort to save the 
building is a worthwhile one, and voted to support any activity In that 
direction. (Jood for them. 

The Knights' building was built In the 1880s as a church, the Parish of the 
Kpiphany, and later became the edifice of worship for the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist before it was taken over by the K of C. 

It had been the Intent of the Historical Commission to approach the K of 
C quietly in the hope that they would not upset the applecart, so to speak, by 
precipitate action in efforts to talk them out of It or to come to some other 
decision. 

However, the approach apparently was fruitless, hence they asked the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission and the Winchester Selectmen to aid 
them. 

They also contacted the senior citizens and sounded them out about the 
possibility of their finding a use for the building In the event that It could be 
saved and moved from its site for use by the seniors for their programs and 
facilities. The seniors are conducting a fund drive now to raise money to 
build a center for themselves, and their plans show that It would be ap¬ 
proximately the size of the existing K of C building. 

The Historical Commission has come up with a rational alternative for 
the disposition of the K of C building that Involves the possibility of a land 
swap which would serve the needs of all parties. If only they could come to 
an agreement. 

We hope they will get together and explore every avenue to resolve the 
problem. 

The Knights of Columbus is well known for Its good works In fostering 
many charitable and patriotic programs. Although It Is essentially fraternal 
in nature, it Is nevertheless a very real part of the whole community around 
It. We know it will continue to be so. 

It is reassuring that we can feel secure In the knowledge that the Win¬ 
chester Historical Commission (the Historical Society, too), and the Win¬ 
chester Board of Selectmen recognize the need to preserve Important relics 
of the town's history such as the K of C building which, once gone, can never 
^beieplaced. 

^ liThey deserve high praise for their coheem and their action in this 
matter. We wish thpm well, hoping their efforts will meet with success. 

Once again, that elusive Spirit of Winchester which sometimes goes 
awry, is quite visible in this laudable endeavor.— J.R.S.

Question answered 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

At Candidates Night sponsored by the 
Ixjague of Women Voters last week, a 
question, well deserving of an answer, was 
raised concerning which no one could recall 
on the spot, the legal technicalities. If the 
charter decrees a three-year term for 
planning board members, why does the 
warrant and the ballot for the town election 
.specify a five-year term? 

The answer is that the present statutory 
stipulation of a five-year term may, in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 56.5 of 
the Acts of 1975, be changed to an optional 
three-year term, but only when so voted by 
the town meeting. 

This legislation grew out of a court case 
involving the Town of Methuen that was 
decided by the Supreme Judicial Court of the 
Commonwealth. Therefore, not until the 
Winchester town meeting votes a three-year 
term will the charter provision apply. The 
town counsel has a letter on file in the town 
clerk’s office to this effect. 

I hope this issue will definitely be settled 
through u warrant article to he taken up at the 
November town meeting (the May meeting is 
intended to be primarily fiscal).

Just as leaves turn out to have value in 
monetary terms, so too does and increasingly 
will our trash have cash value-either for its 
elements or for its fuel potential, bet's not pay 
loo much nor for too long to have it carried 
away.

Champions of multi-purpose 
senior center discuss plan 


When 80-plus-year-old Maggie Kuhn, 
president of a national organization called the 
Gray Panthers talks about the "Detroit 
syndrome”, there are about 3000 residents of 
Winchester who know just what she means. 
She's talking about planned obsolescence 
applied to people. 

It’s the system in our American culture 
which says that from age 62 on, you abruptly 
stop what you’ve been doing all your working 
life and go out to “pasture", slow down, turn 
off, resign from the main stream. This may 
seem to overstate the case, but with our in¬ 
creasing knowledge of other cultures in which 
pwjple remain active and working well into 
(lie 7()s, 80s and even older, and who seem to 
flourish and thrive on the respect and ad¬ 
miration which comes with increasing age 
and experience, the contrast in attitudes 
toward the aging is dramatic. Even taking 
into account the genetic differences and the 
urban versus rural aspects among cultures, 
we can learn much about making full use of 
our valuable senior resources. 

Just how much we have learned in Win- 
clu'stcr, and what we are doing about it right 
now is the subject closest to the heart of the 
ton-member steering committee which last 
week launched a fund drive to raise $300,000 
for a Winchester Multi-Purpose Senior Center 
on Skillings path, along the Aberjona River. 

Without exception, the ten committee 
members speak convincingly about the real 
need for a downtown Senior Center. Though 
each speaks from a different point of view 
(they range in age from early thirties to mid¬ 
seventies), each is committed to making it a 
reality. 

Meg Harrigan, chairman of the Council on 
Aging, talks animatedly about "the fantastic 
distance we've come in reaching Win¬ 
chester’s older citizens in the two and one half 
years since the Council on Aging was for¬ 
med". 


Speaking of only onetif the many services 
provided, she cites the 3(X)0 phone calls 
received at the C on A office in a year's time 
from seniors asking for answers to personal, 
financial, health, employment, recreational 
and housing questions. 

She goes on to say: "Think what we could 
do for our senior 15 percent of Winchester’s 
population (growing by 100 each year) with 
more room for meetings, classes, crafts, 
health care. Anyone who has visited our 
present quarters at the Lincoln School knows 
we're bursting at the seams. You should be 
there when the C on A is meeting, the coor¬ 
dinator is trying to have a private conference 
behind a screen and the volunteer is an¬ 
swering questions on the phone". 

All the Steering Committee members 
talked about space needs, but Jack Zoerheide, 
minister of the Winchester Unitarian Church, 
and Steering Committee chairman brought 
up another angle. He pointed out that there is 
a large "do it yourself" group of volunteers 
working with and for the seniors, but he feels 
that their energies are disipated by having to 
"broker for space”. It takes much valuable 
time trying to arrange and coordinate with 
their own activities, a meeting at the Italian- 
American Club, or a craft session at the High 
School, a luncheon at St. Eualia's, or a choir 
rehearsal at the Unitarian Church. The fact, 
is, too, that gracious as these groups are in 
lending their facilities, it is becoming in¬ 
creasingly costly for them to provide the 
extra heat and light required to accommodate 
the seniors. "Besides", Zoerheide continues." 
our senior program is at a critical point in its 
development, we're too big for where we are, 
and there are unmet needs waiting to be dealt 
with. Our seniors have, through their years of 
contributions to the town, earned a right to

have their needs considered". 

Ralph Hatch, president of the Winchester 
Seniors ,\ssociation, the acitivies arm of the 
Council on Aging, talked on two levels. First 
as a bi^inessman long involved in the town's 
financial life, he spoke about the initial appeal 
for funds to town businesses and 
organizations which went out last week. 
Though it is too early to report many returns, 
he is encouraged so far. He hopes the town¬ 
speople will respond well when the time 
comes to approach them for help. 

On the other hand, he and Larry Hutchings 
(another financial man who helps many 
Winchester seniors with their tax forms) 
talked more about senior needs on the human 
level. Hatch says that at present some seniors 
are able to get out only once a month for the 
church luncheons. A senior center would 
provide a central convenient place for more 
frequent gatherings and meals. He is con¬ 
vinced that there are an awful lot of lonely 
people out there for whom the center could be 
the focus of a renewed social life, and an 
opportunity for contact with peers, and in- 
tergenerational contacts as well, since Hatch 
says the Center is designed as a community 
center for other Town uses too. 

Hutchings, in describing his feelings about 
the Center, says he thinks it is the most 
dynamic project the town has had before it for 
a long time. lie and Clarence Borggaard both 
think, the town’s positive response to this 
need can .bring back the true "spirit of 
Winchester" which has been lacking for so 
long. He brings up another important point 
also echoed by Barbara Weedon and_ Dick 
Norbt'rg, two other committee menibers, 
when he talks about the tremendous number 
of highly qualified seniors in town who need a 
place to share their skills with their peers and 
others. He cites the example of the retired 
business executive who quickly finished the 
"lifetime" of household tasks he had set out to 
do. and now is searching for tasks to finish for 
others. 

Mrs. Weedon enlarges on this point when 
she says: "We're not using the resources of 
our older citizens effectively, their expertise, 
their experience. It's possible for the town to 
help bring growing old out in the open, to 
make it more acceptable, something to 
celebrate." 

Norberg adds that besides the better 
utilization of human resources, working to 
achieve the Center appeals to him because it 
gives him a chance to do something of sub¬ 
stantial benefit for everyone in town. He is 
excited by the sense of community he feels in 
people helping people for a common goal. He 
is also glad that separating the meeting 


rooms makes it possible for other community 
groups to use the building without disrupting 
senior business. He feels this gives older 
citizens a chance to be involved in and to 
interact with the larger community through a 
broader use of their facility. 

The architecture of the Center and the 
privacy it can provide is what Hilda Hope and 
Leonre Rich brought out. Miss Hope, a retired 
nurse has been the pimre mover behind the 
Keep Well Clinic held at the Board of Health 
room, and she is happy about the inclusion of 
a private consultation room where seniors 
can meet with the nurse. She looks fonvard to 
increasing the number of seniors who can 
take advantage of the health monitoring 
program. 

Miss Rich feels the same about an office 
for the coordinator where confidential con¬ 
ferences may take place without in- 
tereferenee. 

Monsignor Joseph Lyons of St. Eulaia's 
Churcl) sums up many of the feelings of the 
committee members when he first expresses 
concern about health care. 

"There are so many health programs 
projected for the future Diabetes detection 
and nutrition information that it is imperative 
for seniors to have their own faeility to handle 
these and not depend on the Board of Health 
room", he says. 

He is concerned also about the increasing 
numbers of people in town who live in virtual 
isolation either because of financial or 
physical difficulties. He is eager for the town 
to make use of this "so far untapped resource 
which can provide a valuable cross- 
generational contact," ttrrough the Senior 
Center. He points out too, though uncritically, 
that there are inequities in the town’s 
treatment of its senior group, a group whicdi 
even three years ago generated more than 
$2 '2 million in taxes. 

In short, he believes the town should 
support a multi-purpose senior center and 
that such a center can and will take care of all 
senior needs efficiently and effectively under 
one roof, and furthermore provide a useful 
additional community facility. 

As one senior committee member says, 
"We are not putting this building up just for 
ourselves. Fifty years from now it will still be 
here to serve the citizens of Winchester who 
arc then fortunate enough to claim mem¬ 
bership in the group we’re in now.

EDITOR OF THE STAR; 

One of the greatest issues which will be 
confronting the town in the next few years will 
he the effect of any new development on the 
visual environment. 1 earnestly believe that 
one of the major assets of Winchester which 
attracts a majority of residents to the town is 
the attractive visual environment; a sense of 
openness and human scale. 

In the past few years, it has been 
recognized that additional tax base is needed 
in order to keep property taxes at a 
reasonable level. The new zoning by-law has 
provided this opportunity in principle, 
through new kinds of multi-family residential 
zones along Main street. This would provide 
both excellent taxable property relative to 
services, and an increased resident 
population adjacent to the Center to bolster 
the busine.ss activity. The town meeting 
overwhelmingly approved the zoning by-law 
on this premise. 

Today there is no physical evidence of this 
intent; it seems when physically applied to a 
particular piece of land, the by-law has 
technical contradictions that deny the 
fulfillment of these objectives.

pletion of this review ol the zoning by-laws. 

When made into a workable document in 
the near future, there will be development 
opportunities that could help the town 
■tremendously. However, this could be a 
double-edged sword if this development is 
done insensitively and begins to hurt our 
visual environment. Because building con¬ 
struction is so abstract, it is nearly impossible 
for an untrained eye to measure the visual 
and environmental impact of architectural 
drawings. The question which always arises 
is "What is it going to look like?" 

My training and 10 years of experience in 
architecture and town planning could be a 
definite asset to the planning board during 
these critical years. A bad planning or design 
decision at the conceptual stage could create 
a vector effect that might fulfill our ob¬ 
jectives at the great expense to the at¬ 
tractiveness of the town. 1 feel very strongly 
that the planning board should have a person 
who is visually trained and can evaluate such 
impacts. 

1 believe the intent of the zoning by-law is 
excellent, and the time is ripe for its im¬ 
plementation. My only hope is that it be done 
in a manner appropriate to the town’s 
I'hysical environment so it enchances and not 
destroys its attractiveness. 

This issue couples with the need to identify 
and protect the town's existing natural assets 
and open space; and the revival of Win¬ 
chester Center are the greatest areas of my 
concern. 1 feel my training and experience. 


coupled with my concern for the future of 
Winchester, provides me an opportunity to 
make a valuable contribution by assisting the 
planning board in Inking initiative in these 
matters.

Local aid cuts 

EDITOR OK THE STAR: 

I feel that it is necessary to make clear to 
the taxpayers reading your newspaper that 
the effects of any further cuts in the local aid 
portion of the projected 1977 state budget 
would he disastrous. 

Cities and towns in the state have already 
lost $60 million in local aid accounts such os 
the school lunch program, public library 
programs and in vocational education, under 
the Governor’s proposed budget. The impact 
of this lessened state aid, combined with 
growing inflation, a shortfall in federal 
general revenue sharing and increased costs 
of state mandated programs, can only mean 
’substantial local real estate tax increases or 
cuts in local services, or some combination of 
the two. 

Local officials appreciate to the full the 
financial problems of the state, but it is clear 
that local government is going to be caught in 
a squeeze because of the lessened local aid 
funding. Any such "squeeze" will adversely 
affect the already overburdened local tax 
rate. 

1 should make clear that local aid is not a 
gift from the state to its “wards.” Some items 
of state aid are not aid at all but simply the 
payment by the state for services received. 
Other items of state aid arise from the slate’s

role as middleman between various laxpa>er 
groups and the local government providing 
services. Much state aid was previously 
pledged to cities and towns to pay for 
programs the state requires local govern¬ 
ment to undertake. 

If there is any "capping" of local aid, there 
must be either equivalent "capping " of state 
mandated programs, or delays in the im- 
plementatjon of state mandated programs. 

The officers of the Massachusetts League 
of Cities and Towns, (local officials from 
every section of the state i are urging your 
residents to join us in writing our legislators 
to explain this problem. In addition to our 
efforts to meet with the legislative leadership 
to outline the difficulties facing local 
government, we hope that state represen¬ 
tatives and senators will learn from their own 
constituents that the state budget cannot be 
balanced at the expense of local budgets 
without an adverse effect on the state as a 
whole 

Sharp increases in local real estate taxes 
would ultimately prevent expansion of 
present business in the state or the establish¬ 
ment of new business. This, in turn, would 
depress the job market and harm the state's 
financial stability even more. 

It will be extremely difficult for local 
government to live with local aid funding at 
the level projected by the Governor for 1977; 
it would become impossible if the legislature 
cuts this funding further or continues to 
manddate costly programs at local expanse.

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school update 


wHS: Important opportunities

Lest anyone be misled, there is something 
l)esides vandalism going on at Winchester 
[High School, most of its 1200 students arc 
engaged, as you might expect, in the serious 
Ipursuit of knowledge. 

I Within that structure at 80 Skillings rd. are 
I facilities sufficient for students to obtain what 
they need to make them adept in many fields 
of endeavor. 

The school includes a library of almost 
I 15.000 volumes designed to supplement the 
town library, a gymnasium which has many 
pieces of apparatus designed to help a person 
maintain his or her physical fitness, and a 
modern foreign language lab to help im¬ 
plement nudio-visuat techniques in learning a 
language. The physical aspects of the 
building are too great to list, but each aspect 
is used as an important tool in learning. 

The students work freely under the 
guidance of a dedicated and accomplished 
staff of teachers. These teachers are assisted 
by a group of administrators who act as law 
enforcers and as the school's liason with the 
public. These administrators arc often un¬ 
popular with segments of the student body, 
but without them the school could not function 
effectively. 

The most remarkable aspect of the school 
is the extra-curricular activities the students 
take part in. These activities involved 50 
percent of the student body, and range from 
an athletic program which manages to 
provide a tremendous amount of activities

while at the same time preserving the quality 
of the involvement to a large amount of non- 
athletic clubs, including a newspaper 
published monthly and a radio station which 
provides existensivc coverage of community 
activities. 

The building operates under an open 
campus plan which allows students to spend 
their free time as they choose as long as they 
remain in good acadmic standing and do not 
commit any serious infractions of the school 
rules. This plan is definitely superior to the 
conventional study hall because it gives the 
student greater educational opportunities 
while at the same time forcing the student to 
decisions regarding the use of time. 

The tremendous benefits of going to school 
at Winchester High are often lost sight of by 
the student body. The fact that the school is 
always comfortable and that there is not a 
policeman at every corner is often taken for 
granted. A student is able to spend his free 
time productively. Teachers are always 
willing to help students in their academic 
activities these are assumed by most students 
as t)eing rights to which they arc entitled, 
when in fact they are privileges made 
possible by the caliber of the people who are 
involved witli the school system. 

Not all teachers or administrators are 
dedicated, nor do all extra-curricular ac¬ 
tivities maintain standards of quality, but the 
overall education a student can receive at 
Winchester High can be found in few other 
places. This education, however, must be 
sought by the student. It is a process v^■hich 
requires hard work and cannot be gained by 
just being present in the building.

Whal does the 1976 Fund Drive of the 
Winchester Scholarship Foundation mean to 
Winchester? 

The foundation’s objectives and operations 
are set forth in its charter, which provides 
that it ‘^award or aid in the award of 
scholarships to seniors or graduates of the 
Winchester High School, or to Winchester 
residents who are seniors at or graduates of a 
regional or other vocational high school or 
school offering education of a specialized 
nature not available in Winchester High 
School. The charter further states these 
awards are to “stimulate, recognize, and 
reward scholastic excellence or other out¬ 
standing merit.” 

Since the main criteria for making awards 
is financial need, the foundation attempts to 
obtain the fairest possible determination of 
this need. They do this by sending all per¬ 
tinent financial data on each applicant to the 
College Scholarship Service in Princeton, 
N.J., where the data is compared on a 
national basis, taking into account such 
factors as family income; costs of the in¬ 
tended school; and tuition and educational 
costs for other members of the family. 

The scholarship committee of the Win¬ 
chester Schoalarship Foundation then, with 
advice from a college financial aid officer, 
further studies the financial need. This step is 
to determine how much money should be 
awarded the student. 

In over 90 percent of all cases, a financial 
award is made, which together with other 
scholarships and loans will enable the student 
to attend the school of his or her choice. 

In the 30 years in which the foundation has 
operated it has awarded 949 scholarships 
totaling $394,535 to students who had been 
accepted for further education at community 
colleges, four-year colleges and universities, 
nursing and other vocational schools. 

Last year, 87 students received a total of 
$33,800, of which $27,550 came out of Win¬ 
chester Scholarship Foundation funds. $6,250 
came from town funds which the foundation 
helped to administer. These awards exceeded 
the money derived from the 1975 fund drive 
and the income from the foundation’s in¬ 
vested funds. 

"We realize that 1975 was a recession year 
period and not a good year financially for 
many people and organizations but since we 
also believe sincerely in the need for and 
benefits from our efforts, we have decided to 
expand our fund raising efforts by attempting 
to contact everyone in town. We hope thus to 
reach people who, though they may be 
sympathetic to our cause, have not been 
contacted by us in past years," says John 
Sexton, foundation chairman. 

"The initial response to our town-wide 
mailing has been gratifying,” Sexton added.
